A BOYCOTT DECLARED 


THE STANLEY 
COMPANY. 


DRY PLATE 


A boycott has been declared against 
the Stanley Dry Plate Company of this 
city, because they have refused to enter 
into the combination, or trust, that has 
been formed to advance the price of their 
goods. Efforts have been made for some 
time to perfect the combination, but they 
did not succeed until last month, when 
the largest firm in New York dealing in 
such goods, consented to enter the trust, 
ajad then the Stanley Brothers were noti- 
fied that their goods would be boycotted 
by all dealers throughout the country. 

The Stanley Brothers refused to enter 
the trust and advance prices, because 
they did not think such a plan wise or 
consistent. Their raw materials are 
lower than when they first began to 
manufacture, but they did business at a 

E rofit when the materials they use were 
igher, and they could see no reason 
therefore for advancing prices. They 
also argued that if prices were advanced 
aud profits increased more factories 
would be opened for the making of their 
goods, the business would be split up, 
and the greater competition that would 
follow would soon make the business 
worth nothing. In trying to grasp too 
much the trust would lose all. 

The trust embraces all the prominent 
dealers in the country, but the Stanley 
Brothers are not at all dismayed, and are 
establishing their own agencies at promi- 
nent- points, and have made

ONE OF THE KAKLY PROPRIRTOHR OF THE 
HERALD PASSES AWAY IN NEWTON. 


THE FIRST OF THIS SEASON’S MBKTINOS, 
WITH RESULTS. 


Mr. Justin Andrews, for many years a 
p rinoipal editorial writer on tho Boston 
Herald, and for four years one of its 
proprietors, died last Friday at his resi- 
dence on Nonantum street, Newton, 
after a prolonged illness, at the age of 
bout seventy-five. About three months 
age he was attacked hy pneumonia, and 
before ho had fully recovered typhoid 
fever set in, of which he died. 

Mr. Androws was born in Worcester 
county and when quite young was 
brought to Boston by his parents. His 
long newspapor career began as a com- 
positor on the Boston Daily Times. 
With a number of other journeymen 
printers employed on that paper in 
December, 1844, he started a penny daily 

{ taper called the "American Eagle,” pub- 
ished at No. 5 Devonshire street It 
was devoted to the interests of the 
Native American party and among its 
editorials contributors were Dr. Palmer, 
George W. Tyler, Alfred B. Ely, W. S. 
Damrell and Moses Kimball. The paper 
was at first successful, but it declined 
with the oause with which it was 
identified and it was decided by its 
proprietors to start a new paper, make 
it neutral in politics, and allow the Eagle 
to die. The first number was issued on 
▲ug. 31, 1848, and Mr. Andrews was in 
this indirect way one of the first pro- 
prietors of the Herald, and the only one 
who followed its fortunes from the day 
of its feeble beginnings till it became a 
prosperous enterprise. He returned to 
the Times as a reporter, and was sub- 
sequently made assistant editor, in 
which position ho continued until Maroh, 
1856, when he accepted a similar posi- 
tion on the Herald, Edwin C. Bailey 
being the proprietor. On April 1,

Bailey purchased from Edwin 0. 
the entire outfit of the Herald, whiol 
they published under the firm name of 
•R. M. Pulsifer A Co. On Jan. 1, 1873, 
after having been on the editorial staff 
-of the Herald for seventeen years and 
one of its proprietors four years, Mr. 
Justin Andrews sold his interest in the 
paper to his partners, and retired from 
newspaper life altogether. The sum he 
reoeivea was sufficient to afford him an 
ample competence, and he has lived a 
life of ease and leisure at his home in 
2fewton ever since. His brother Charles 
and E. B. Haskell are now the only living 
members of the old firm of R. M. Pulsifer 
A Co., and they still retain their interest 
in the Herald. 

FUNERAL SERVICES, 

'With every evidence of love and es- 
teem, the remains of the late Justin An- 
drews were laid to rest Sunday after- 
noon. 

The fnneral services were held at the 
residence of the deoeased, 73 Nonantum 
street, where many of those who had 
known him well during his useful life 
gathered to pay the fitting tribute of re- 
spect. In the company of mourners 
were many of Newton’s prominent citi- 
zens, others well known in the business 
and social circles of Boston and vioinity, 
and a delegation of the older newspaper 
men, whose reputations were made in 
■ the days of journalism when Mr. An- 
drews and his associates were laying the 
foundations of one of the great daily 
newspapers of today. 

The services were of a simple charao 
ter, ooDsisting of scripture selections, 
prayer and the rendition of appropriate 
hymns by the Newton quartet. Rev. F. 
B. Hornbrooke, pastor of the Channing 
Unitarian church, officiated. The selec- 
tions rendered by the quartet were “Can 
not Always Trace the Way,” “Still, Still 
with Thee,” aud “Gathering Homeward, 
•One by One. " 

The black broadolotb oaiket, resting 
-upon a heavily draped catafalque, was 
nearly surrounded by beautiful floral 
-pieces. The tribute of the proprietors 
of The Boston Herald was % large pillow 
iformed of callas and roses, on a base of 
derns and calyx leaves. Several old 
friends of the deceased united in send 
lug an elaborate design, representing a 
dosed book on a heavy fioral bed. Across 
ihe cover, executed in white carnations, 
•the word “Finis” was traced in immor- 
telles. Mr. C. H. Andrews, brother of 
deceased, sent a beautiful design; Miss

That the living pictures have become 
a popular species of amusement, and 
that they afford gratification and delight 
to thousands upon thousands of specta- 
tors, is boyond all doubt, says a writer 
in the Boston Sunday Herald. Yet they 
are nothing new; they have been known 
for all time — not certainly in their pres- 
ent shape, but assuredly so long as art 
has been reeognized in the world. All 
stage exhibitions may be regarded in the 
light of living pictures, for are not all 
productions of the stage liviug piotures 
and oareful reproductions of actual 
scenes of the past or present? 

It may be that the living piotures, as 
we understand them, bad their begin- 
ning in what was known as the “Greoian 
statues,” whioh were living reproduc- 
tions of the famous statues of antiquity, 
and ir. will perhaps be remembered that 
the last exhibition we had of that 
nature, here in Boston, was given by a 
certain Mr. William Muldoon, an ex- 
policeman, ex-prize-fighter, ex- wrestler, 
and so on, of New York. 

The first person who represented the 
Grecian statues here in Boston, and, in- 
deed, in the country, was John Fletcher, 
who appeared first at the Tremont 
Theatre, on the uight of Monday, Nov. 
28, 1831. Fletcher was born in the 
bloody Tower — one of those numerous 
buildings which go to make up the pile 
known as the Tower of London— -on the 
28th of May, 1809. In 1831. the year he 
came to this country, he gaiDed celebrity 
as the statues at the Adelphi Theatre, in 
London. After appearing at all the 
principal theatres in the country with 
great suocess for several seasons, he re- 
tired from the stage and settled down to 
a business life, and by many of our older 
citizens he will be remembered as the 
original manager of the China tea store, 
which was situated on Washington 
street, close to Summer, and which was 
subsequently kepr. by Mr. Showe. In 
after life Mr. Fletcher kept a large 
theatrical boardinghouse on Court street, 
adjoining the residence of Deacon Grant. 
He died some 20 years sinoe.— (From 
‘ Living Piotures of the Past,” The Bos- 
ton Sunday Herald,” Sept. 9. 1894.) 

Antiquity of Smoking. 

In the mortar of the tower of Kirk- 
stall abbey, which fell in the year 1779, 
Whittaker mentions that several little 
“smoking pipes” were found, showing 
that the smoking of some herb or other 
was in nse in England 400 years before 
tobacco was introduced. Dr. Petrie 
mentions that pipes of bronze for smok- 
ing are often found in ancient Irish tu- 
muli. In the monument of Donongh 
O’Brien, king of Thomond, who was 
killed A. D. 1637 and interred in the 
abbey of Corcumrae, County Clare, he 
is represented with a short pipe, or du- 
deen, in his month. 

It may be observed that in some very 
ancient coal workings, which were 
found under Lambton castle some 30 
years ago, some of these very old smok- 
ing pipes were found, and a generation 
or two ago not far from Lambton very 
poor old folks might often be seen smok- 
ing the common white flowered yarrow, 
a herb frequently found in country 
churchyards. — Newcastle Chronicle.

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LOWER PALLS CARNIVAL. 


A GRAND SUCCESS IN ALL THE IMPORT- 
ANT EVENTS. 


That the fame of Fr. Callanan as an 
organizer of sport, merriment and fun, 
has been established far and near, was 
sufficiently evidenced by the immense 
concourse of people who came from all 
directions to enjoy and to participate in 
the many events prepared for their 
amusement on Labor Day. 12 000 people 
Is a moderate estimate of the numbers 
who came by train, in barges and car- 
riages, on bioyoles, in fact every mode of 
oonveyanoe was brought into requisition 
to bring to the carnival grounds the im- 
mense multitude there assembled. Fr. 
Callansn’s venture this year has proved 
successful beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of his numberless well-wish- 
ers. 

The carnival was inaugurated on 
Saturday evening by the Young Men’s 
Catholio Association of VVAltham, assist- 
ed by select talent from West Newton. 
The many encores of both singers and 
pianists testified to the appreciation of 
the large audience present. 

On Sunday night, Sept. 2ad, the audi- 
ence that greeted Mr. Michael J. Dwyer 
tested the seatiug capacity of the im- 
mense pavilion to its utmost. Mr. Dwyer 
won the attention of all present At the 
very beginning of his famous lecture on 
Thomas Moore and his Melodies, whioh 
increased to adraiiation as the beauties 
of Thomas Moore’s writings were un 
folded to them. The writings of Moore 
were most accurately interpreted by the 
gifted leoturer, and feelingly portrayed 
by him and a quartet of select singers 
from the leading choirs of Boston. Mr. 
Dwyer and bis singers will require no 
advertising to fill the largest auditorium 
obtainable, shoul I they ever return to 
Newton Lower Falls. 

On Monday, Labor Day, the picnic pro- 

{ >er and carnival of sports, so auspicious- 
y introduced, had full sway. Every- 
body came to enjoy themselves and suc- 
ceeded admirably in doing so, for there 
was fun for all, for old and young, for 
scholar and athlete. All had been pro- 
vided for, no one’s tastes were overlooked 
in the arranging of the program. Run- 
ning, jumping, tumbling, pole vaulting 
and pole climbing, sack raoing, hurdle 
raoing and numberless other sports were 
furnished. In the bicyole race, Parker 
won the five mile race, notwithstanding 
the accident that befell him on the Wal- 
tham track in his morning's race there. 
Parker carried home the silver service as 
a silent witness of his ability to cover 5 
miles on the wheel in shorter time than 
any rider present. Wilson, after a close- 
ly contested struggle, leads all contest- 
ants in the 3 miles and 1 mile races, and 
wins a silver watch and a silver goblet in 
these two races. Joseph Doherty, son of 
Water Registrar Cornelius F. Doherty of 
Bostou, captured the prize for running 
long jump. In the first trial Joseph and 
his brother Frank easily led all the 
others, while it was a tie jump betweeu 
them, Joseph winning by a close margin 
in the second trial, making a score of 22 
feet. A one sided game of ball was 
played by the Eliot Club of Natick and 
the Young Men’s Catholic Association of 
Watertown, the former winning by a 
score of 10 to 0. The most amusing race 
of the day was the pig race. The pig 
was a knowing one and was not to be en- 
snared by the wiles of man. Blandish- 
ment and courtesy alike were wasted up- 
on it, as the pig seemed fully conscious 
of the fact that the crowd had evil de- 
signs upon it. It showed the boys some 
new points in the sprinting line, beside 
giving them a practical lesson in rooting. 
In this case the boys did the rooting 
while the pig with critical eye saw that 
it was done according to rule. After an 
exoiting run in pursuit of a place of 
quiet and repose the pig succumbed 
gracefully to the hearty and demonstra- 
tive embraces of James Pendergast and 
has retired from publio life. While these 
and other games, too numerous to men- 
tion, were affording fun and amusement 
£o thousands of visitors, the immense 
pavilion was being filled and refilled by 
thousands, also, whose attention was 
centered on the tug-of-war matches go- 
ing on beneath its canopy. At 2 p. m. 
precisely, the first tug-of-war contest 
took place, and at short intervals was 
followed up by others. The two first 
teams to contest for the purs* of $f>0 in 
gol 1 were the Newton Lower FallB team 
and the Newton Upper Falls team. 
Those fortunate enough to get into the 
pavilion to witness the struggle for mas- 
tery will never forget it. At the given 
Bignal both teams put forth their best 
efforts. Twenty giants in strength, ten 
on either side, pulled and strained until 
every musole bulged forth with the tax 
put upon it; the seconds were counted 
off by the judges, while the rope gives 
forth thatpeouliar souud whioh tells of a 
vessel in dauger of slipping her moor- 
ings; the oheers of encouragement ring 
out to the lusty fellows on the rope, all 
is excitement and expectation, but in the 
midst of all the center ribbon on the 
rope hangs as immovably over the line 
as does the corner stone set in a build- 
ing; and at the expiration of the time 
limit, 2 minutes, the judges decide it a 
draw. Both teams received the well de- 
served praise from ull present, aud re- 
spectively conceded to each other the 
honors due worthy opponents. At 3 p. 
ra. the drawn game above mentioned 
was decided by a second contest between 
the same teams, aud after a most desper- 
ate struggle victory crowned the efforts 
of the men ou the Upper Falls team. 
Congratulations were given in abuudance 
to the victors, and like brave men, good 
aud true, the first to extern! the baud in 
acknowledgement of the justice giveu in 
the decision were the vanquished 
athletes. This feature of accepting de- 
feat iu the kindliest manner conceivable 
was characteristic not only of the first 
contest in the tug-of-war but alsu of all 
subsequent ones. 

There was no animosity in the make- 
up of the men engaged iu the tug-of-war. 
They were the heroes of the carnival, 
and modestly received the well merited 
tributes of praise so lavishly expeuded 
upon them. At 4 p. m. the teams repre- 
sented iu the fug-of-wur were I)iv. 33 A. 
O. il. of So. Natick and the Weston 
team, the former wiuuing. At (1 p. m. 
the Ice Men’s team of Wellesley Bills 
was defeated by the Wellesley Hills 
team. At 7 p. in. the Champion team of 
Cambridge wins from the Upper Falls 
team, this being a special contest. At 8 
)>. in. a picked team from Lower Fulls 
succumbs to a picked team from Welles- 
ley. At 9 p. m. two special teams select- 
ed from Wellesley, Wellesley Hills und 
Weston, captained by Thomas B. Kinlou 
aud Thomas Kilmaiu, contested for su- 
premacy, the oue captained by Thomas 
B. Kinlou carrying off the laurels, aud 
thus closed the tug-of-war coutests for 
Labor Day. 

On Tuesday night the South Bostou 


Dramatic Club augmented by the ohoir 
of Sts. Peter and Paul’s ohuroh, South 
Boston, entertained the large audience 
assembled in the immense pavilion. 
Handy Andy was presented in an artistic 
manner, the play being interspersed with 
musio excellently rendered. 

Hon. Joseph H. O' Neil, M. C., delivered 
a lecture on Wednesday night, taking for 
his subject ‘‘Brain and Brawn.” Stand- 
ing room in the large pavilion oould not 
be found this night. Every available 
spot was in the early evening eagerly 
taken in anticipation of the intellectual 
feast prepared for the audience on that 
night. The honorable orator of the 
evening was introduced by Rev. Fr. 
Callauan in a few well chosen remarks. 
The orator spoke in that interesting vein 
well known to all who have ever heard 
him speak, holding his large audience 
close and interested listeners from begin- 
ning to end of bis disoourse. The 
honors of this evening were also shared 
in by Mr. Thos. E. Clifford, one of Bos- 
ton’s greatest baritone singers, and Mr. 
Ryan of the water registrar’s office of 
Boston, who gave an oratorical feast to 
those present. After the olose of oratory 
and song a tug-of-war contest took place 
between the team from Newton Upper 
Falls and the Ice Men’s team of Welles- 
ley Hills, the decision being in favor of 
the Upper Falla team, and the carnival 
closes for Wednesday night. 

On Thursday evening Registrar Doher- 
ty supplied a grand musical treat given 
by singers from Boston, East Boston, 
Charlestown, Brighton, Roslindale. 
Allston, South Boston and other places. 
Harry A. Bower of the Tremont Theatre, 
Boston, the originator and the greatest 
xylophone soloist in the world appeared 
in various numbers. This evening was 
under the registrar’s management, and 
like everything undertaken by this gen- 
tleman proved most successful iu every 
particular. A train came out from Bos- 
ton filled with Bostou people, who cam 
for the express purpose of attending the 
concert of this evening. After the con- 
cert another tug-of-war matoh was also 
pulled off. 

Ou tonight, Saturday and Sunday 
nights, the carnival will continue. The 
very best of talent is already nrcured and 
engaged for these uights. On tonight 
there will be negro minstrelsy, Mr. J. B. 
Scamman of the Commonwealth Glee 
Singers, Mr. Edward H. Frye, the humor- 
ist, who has been before the publio for 
fifteen years past, Mr. Edward Howlett, 
an artist of rare ability, iu numberless 
roles, and a host of others. 

Ou Saturday night the Young Men’s 
Catholic Association of Watertown and 
their friends will present a varied pro- 
gram, oonoluding with that Interesting 
after-piece. Box and Cox. 

On Sunday night Prof. Turner will 
give his celebrated illustrated lecture on 
Six Great Cities, Dubliu, London, Paris, 
Antwerp, Venice and Rome. On each of 
these nights after the regular programs 
are rendered a decisive contest in the tug- 
of-war contests will take place, Sunday 
evening excepted, and the purses will be 
awarded the victors. This certainly has 
been a gigantic undertaking on the part 
of Fr. Callanan, and his numberless 
friends rej >ice with him in its success. 
Under his direction everything has been 
provided, nothing being found wanting 
in the slightest detail.

AUGUST WAS A VERY DRY MONTH. 


SOME COMPARATIVE FIGURES TAKEN 
FROM THE WEATHER BUREAU’S BULLE- 
TIN. 


August is rarely a wet mouth, but last 
month came near being thedryest for the 
past 23 years, the period duting whioh 
the weather bureau has kept a systema- 
tic record. 

The list of the dry Augusts in that 
time is as follows, according to the 
weather bureau’s summary ; 1883, .39in. ; 
1876 aud 1881, l.*3io.4 1882, 1.46m.; 1890, 
2 80m. ; 1880, 2.90in., and then this year 
comes uexr. in point of total precipita- 
tion, with 3.03 inches. The long drought 
seems to be proved beyond a doub\ 

The average precipitation during Au- 
gust for the past 24 years is 4.46 n., so 
that the falling off for this city, while 
material, is hardly ominous. Compared 
to 1883. for iustance. this year’s August 
is rather damp. Iu 1872 there were 10.68 
in., and in 1885, 7 641n., which show what 
the experts oan do when they have a 
chance. The deficiency from the normal 
during the month was 1.44in., and rke 
total deficiency since Jau. 1 is uow 8.76m. 

Iu point of temperature, the August of 
this year was just a fair average. The 
mean was 68 deg., and the mean for the 
month during 24 years was 09 deg. The 
highest temperature recorded was 90 
deg. on the 8th. and the lowest 47 deg. 
on the 22d. The least daily range was 4 
deg. on the lSoh. The drfoienoy for the 
mouth was 15 deg., but the accumulated 
excess of temperature siuoe Jan. 1 is 5.70 
deg., and, as the season for piling up 
this sort of thing is about over, the year 
may he safely oalled a hot one. The 
mean maximum temperature was 76 deg. ; 
the mean minimum, 66 deg., aud the 
relative humidity, 73 per cent.

I used a new clothesline 100 
to 150 feet long for a cord, and tho hook 
was quite large, probably six to seven 
inches long. 

“I felt a jerk, and in an instant the 
liuw was under tho boat’s rudder. I ask- 
ed the boatman to reverse tho sail in or- 
der that tho line could be cleared. I 
was oblivions to all except the big fish, 
and as tho boomswnngnrounditcanght 
mo on the back betweeu the shoulders. 
I was tumbled overboard head foremost 
in the water, some 40 to 50 feet deep. As 
I struck tho water the fish that I had 
caught, a man eating shark, laid hold 
of the calf of my right leg. The pain 
was fearful, and I felt myself jerked 
rapidly down toward the bottom of the 
sea. 

“In my fall I did not relax my hold 
on the line, aud as soon as I realized my 
position I knew that my life depended 
on my ability to hold on to the cord. 
The struggle I know was not long, bnt 
to me it seemed like an age. The cord 
was fastened to a beam in the boat, and 
inch by inch I gained on my antagonist, 
and as soon as I appeared on the surface 
the boatman came to my assistance. The 
shark retained its grip on my leg until 
my body was entirely out of the water, 
and even then it did not let go until 
the boatman knocked it off with an oar. 
When I was safely on the inside, how- 
ever, we pulled for the shore, and as 
my hook was securely fastened in the 
mouth of the shark no trouble was ex- 
perienced in landing the fish. It was 
between 6 and 6 feet long.” — Chicago 
Post 

JOHN BULL’S HUMOR. 


It Is of the Fat Wltted Kind— What Amer- 
icans Think of It. 

Hawthorne, observing Englishmen in 
England, speaks of them as “heavy 
witted. ” Emerson alludes to tlieir 
“saving stupidity. ” Howells has intro- 
duced to us some typical specimens of 
English respectability and rank baffled 
in their chase after American humor, 
bnt on the scent and arriving at the 
point of appreciation after considerable 
silent thought, sometimes lasting into 
the next day, and here is the testimony 
of Lowell from his recently published 
“Letters. ” In a letter written in 1889 
from England to Professor Norton he 
thus explains the warm reception given 
to Buffalo Bill by London society: 

“Bnt I think the true key to this 
eagerness for lions — even of the poodle 
sort — is the dullness of the average 
English mind. I never come back here 
without being struck \%ith it. Henry 
James said it always stupefied him at 
first wheu he came back from the con- 
tinent. What it craves beyond every- 
thing is a sensation, anything that will 
serve as a Worcestershire sauce to its 
sluggish palate. We, of finer and more 
touchy fiber, get our sensations cheaper 
and do not find Wordsworth’s emotion 
over a common flower so very wonder- 
ful. People are dull enough ou our side 
of the ocean stream also, God wot, but 
here unless I know my people I never 
dare to let my mind gambol. Most of 
them, if I ever do, look on like the fa- 
mous deaf man at the duucers, wonder- 
ing to what music I am capering. They 
call us superficial. Let us thank God, 
dear Charles, that our nerves are nearer 
the surface, not so deeply embedded in 
fat or muscle that wit must take a pitch- 
fork to us. ” — Outlook.

“HASTY ACTION.” 


The question of widening Washington 
street is causing considerable excite- 
ment, now that the date of the hearing 
is approaching. Some of those inter- 
ested are said to be denouncing the high- 
way committee for its “hasty action,” in 
rushing forward the scheme and ap- 
pointing a hearing with such short 
notice. As the date of the hearing was 
set over two months ago, and the agita- 
tion for the widening of the street was 
begun back somewhere in the dark ages, 
it is difficult to discover what action 
would be slow enough to satisfy these 
people. 

For four years, at least, the subject 
has been actively discussed and plans 
made and reports given, by various city 
officials, and at one time under Mayor 
Hibbard it looked as thoughl^action 
'would be taken at once. These people 
who are calling any action upon the 
^question now “hasty” must really have 
been asleep all those years, not to have 
heard anything about it, and not to 
know that the plana for widening the 
street have been in active preparation 
the past three months. Perhaps they 
think any action at all would be hasty, 
and they want to have the city defer 
action until more accidents have hap- 
pened in that narrow street and more 
lives have been sacrificed because some 
people believe that any progress at all is 
“hasty action.” 

There seem to be certain influences at 
work to defeat any plans for widening 
this street as well as for doing away 
with the grade orossings, and possibly 
the opposition proceeds from the same 
source. For years we have been talking 
about abolishing the grade crossings, as 
well as widening Washington street, 
both questions being so intinially con- 
nected that both ought to be acted upon 
-at once. But every movement to take 
any decided step always meets with op- 
position, and so far the opposition has 
been successful. 

Of course it is not for the interest of 
the railroad to have the grade crossings 
abolished, the work would oust au im- 
mense sum of money, and as long as 
action can be postponed by one means 
or auother, thb railroad need uut spend 
this money. They could afford to pay a 
handsome sum every year to have action 
deferred, but so far we do not believe 
this has been necessary. Tbeie is too 
•much division among Newton people, 
and there are too many citizents who 
think some of their private interests 
might suffer, to allow of auy concerted 
action, and all the railroad bas to do iB to 
look on and enjoy the discord which 
starts up every time any practical plan 
is broached. It is just the same with 
Washington street, aod there is always 
certain to be opposition, trom some 
•source, and there would he, uo matter 
(how long the plans are talked over. 

1 (The work will cost about twice as muoh 
as it would have four years ago, and four 
years from now, it will cost at least 
twice as much as it will today. The 
street is a disgrace to the city at pres- 
ent, it is so crowded that it iB unsafe for 
driving, and the ouly thing to do is to go 
ahead and take some definite action, and 
start the work now, before the work is 
.made mors expensive. 


The death of Gen. Banks was not un- 
expected, as he has been failing in mind 
and body for some time.

He belonged to different days 
than these, wheu money did not count 
for so much in public life, and it is to 
his credit that he left public office as 
poor as when he entered it. He was a 
natural orator and much of his success in 
life was due to his skill as a publio 
speaker, and bis ability to sway large 
audiences to his own view of things. Few 
men in his own state have had such a 
brilliant public career, aod in his own 
native city of Waltham he was honored 
as few men have been inanv city.

A WIDE THOROUGHFARE WANTED. 


Wbat is wanted ou Washington street 
is a roadway wide enough to accommo- 
date two lines of street car tracks, and 
leave space wide enough ou either side 
to accommodate the great number of 
teams that pass through this thorough- 
fare. The Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany, it is said, will petition for double 
tracks as soon as the street is widened, 
as the compauy is now hampered a good 
deal by having ouly a single track to ac- 
commodate its large amount of truffle.

A DROP OF BLOOD. 


In the summer of 1888 I was employ- 
ed to look after some legal business at 
Boone Courthouse, W .Va. Leaving the 
railroad at Brownstown and taking di- 
rections and a horse from my landlord 
at that point, I set ont through the 
mountains early in the afternoon, ex- v 
pecting to reach Racine in time for sup- 
per. 

As the afternoon waned, however, I 
noticed that the road became constant- 
ly rougher and apparently more unfre- 
quented until it was little more than a 
deserted pathway that crossed and re- 
croesed the gravelly bed of a dry creek 
in a mad effort to remain in the narrow 
valley that wound circuitonsly among 
the mountains, whose black timbered 
summits seemed to stretch higher and 
higher above me in the gathering twi- 
light It being a cloudy day, I was 
completely mystified as to the points of 
the compass, and it now became evident 
to me that I had in some manner missed 
my way. I had already gone too far to 
retrace my steps before nightfall, so 
that unless I speedily found shelter I 
would he obliged to pass the night in 
the open air. 

Being in nowise pleased with this 
prospect, I concluded to press on a lit- 
tle farther before abandoning the quest 
and had barely formed this resolution 
•when a bend in the pathway brought 
me into full view of what appeared to 
be a large, square, southern mansion, 
surrounded by trees and situated a lit- 
tle way up the slope of a remarkably 
lofty mountain that rose precipitously 
behind it. 

A nearer approach revealed an out- 
ward appearance of overgrowth and di- 
lapidation. The fence had fallen down 
in several places. The open gate was 
barely supported by its rusty hinges. 
The yard was a mass of weeds. The 
condition of the house I could not de- 
termine in the dim light made dimmer 
by the heavy shadows of the trees. Be- 
tween the tall weeds and briers there 
was a wide stone walk leading from 
the gate to the front door. 

The prospect was not an inviting one, 
but as my situation had become some- 
what desperate I determined if possible 
to obtain accommodations for the night. 

My repeated knocks elicited no re- 
sponse beyond a hollow echo, and con- 
cluding the place to be deserted I tried 
the door. Somewhat to my surprise, it 
yielded, the rusty hinges creaking ter- 
ribly as I pushed it wide open. As I en- 
tered I was greeted by that musty, life- 
less odor common to places long closed 
and nninhahited. I had matches with 
me, and striking one I looked about me. 

I was in a wide hall. Before mo a 
dark staircase, partially whitened with 
dust, led to rooms above. To the left 
and right were closed doors, and attach- 
ed to the white casement of the latter 
was a little bracket candelabra contain- 
ing a cluster of six half consumed wax 
candles. Lighting two of these, I took 
one of them from the holder, and open- 
ing the door at my right entered. 

The room in which I found myself 
was apparently the parlor of the desert- 
ed mansion. The dust covered haircloth 
furniture, which had evidently been for 
many years undisturbed, was of a style 
massive aud once much in vogue. A 
number of paintings and engravings 
were upon the walls in tarnished gilt 
frames. A large chandelier suspended 
in the center of the room was of elabo- 
rate workmanship. The floor was cov- 
ered with a heavy mattiug, the exact 
nature of which I could hardly deter- 
mine, owing to the thick covering of 
dust. Passing on to the adjoining room, 
I was not disappointed in finding it to 
be a large bedroom with all the appoint- 
ments peculiar to an old time southern 
home of wealth. I approached the tall 
canopied bed in the opposite corner aud 
drew back the curtains.

Kit** Flying In Burma. 

Mr. E. D. Cuming, author of “In the 
Shadow of the Pagoda, ” describes the 
Burmese as much given to kite flying, 
an amusement that they contrive to en- 
joy with a minimum of bodily exertion. 
Their method of operations is very sim- 
ple. Says Mr. Cuming: 

You pare down two 12 inch slips of 
bamboo, tie theta at their centers cross- 
wise, run a thread around the four tips 
and paste upon this frame ono thickness 
of paper. Tie a nail or a small screw 
nut to one corner, ami your kite is made. 

The ultitude that a well made kite of 
this kind will reach is wonderful, and 
the lightest breath of wind will tnke it 
up. A hundred and fifty or 200 yards 
of strong sewing thread, wound on a 
skeleton reel of 4 inches in diameter and 
8 inches in length, completes the equip- 
ment. 

Then, having started the kite by a 
process of gentle playing, you squat 
down in the middle of the street, so sis 
to keep your thread clear of the houses 
aud let the kite help itself. 

If you have fastened tho thread with 
running, the kite rises almost perpen- 
dicularly, bringing you joy in the envy 
aud admiration of those who cannot 
make a steeper angle than 40 degrees. 
The kite having taken out all tho thread, 
you sit and contemplate it poised still 
and clour in tho upper air for a few 
hours. 

In Rangoon, on a still morning or 
evening, hundreds of kites float over 
the Burmese quarter of tho town, some 
nearly out of sight, others hovering just 
ubove tho roofs. When driving, vour 
syce hus frequently to halloo out of tho 
wuy a middle aged man who is backing 
slowly down in midstreet coaxing his 
kite up. He goes about the business 
with a ponderous solemnity that raises 
it to the diguity of a science. 


NAPOLEON’S MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 

Be Seemed to Live In • Charmed Circle and 
Went Abont With No Fear. 

In reply to the question in what en- 
gagements he considered himself to 
have boon in the greatest danger of los- 
ing his life Napoleon once said, “In 
the commencement of my campaigns. ” 
Indeed if further proof were demanded 
to show that ho did not sparo himself 
at Toulon it is only neeessnry to add 
that, during the 10 weeks of its siege, 
Napoleon, in addition to a bayonet 
Wound in his thigh, had three horses 
|hot under him, whilo at the siego of 
Acre during the expedition to Egypt ho 
lost no fewer than four in the same 
manner. 

During tho last days of his lifo, when 
captivity, disappointment and sickness 
had well nigh completed their work, it 
is snid that the agony of his fatal dis- 
ease drew from him on many occasions 
the pitiful cry of, “Why did the cannon 
balls spare me?” 

During his long military oareer Na- 
poleon fought 00 bnttles, while Caesar 
fought hut 50. In the early part of his 
farcer he was utterly reckless of danger 
while on the battlefield, and this spirit 
of fearlessness contributed largely to 
the love and esteem in which he was 
held by his armies. There was a curious 
belief nmong the English in Napoleon’s 
time that he had never been wounded, 
and indeed the report was current that 
he carefully, if not in a cowardly man- 
ner, refrained from exposing himself. 
Nothing conld be more contrary to the 
truth, for he was in reality several 
times severely wounded, hut as he wish- 
ed to impress upon his troops the belief 
that good fortune never deserted him, 
and that, like Achilles, he was well 
nigh invulnerable he always made a 
secret of his many dangers. He there- 
fore enjoined onoe for all npon the part 
of his immediate staff the most absolute 
silence regarding all circumstances of 
this nature, for it is almost impossible 
to calculate the confusion and disorder 
which would have resulted from the 
slightest report or the smallest doubt 
relative to his existenoa Upon the sin- 
gle thread of this man’s life depended 
not only the fate and government of a 
great empire, but the whole policy and 
destiny of Europe as well. 

Beards and Morals. 

A policeman on duty in the Jefferson 
Market police court remarked that in 
the course of 18 years’ service he had 
seen a great many men brought up on 
the charge of insulting women in the 
street or elsewhera “They do not re- 
semble one another much,” he said, 
“except that in every instance they 
wear full beards. I don’t remember of 
ever seeing a clean shaven, thoroughly 
smart looking man at the bar on that 
charge. Their whiskers are never trim- 
med to a point either, but always grow 
in a straggling or careless way. I have 
never noted any exception to this, and, 
so far as my opinion goes, I think that 
' any man who gets up in the morning, 
takes a hath and shaves himself with a 
hit of cold steel is apt to start out aud 
he decent, whereas the whiskered man 
is not. I read an article by Chauucey 
Depew once, in which he said that the 
passing of the cold steel over his face in 
the morning always drove the fanciful 
ideas of the night out of his head and 
straightened him out for a hard and 
sensible day’s work. I guess there is a 
good deal iu it, though I am not able to 
reason these things out as Mr. Depew 
does. But you can go bail for one thing, 
and that is, whenever you read in the 
papers that a man has been arrested for 
insulting women yon can picture him 
in your mind’s eye as having a shabby 
set of whiskers. ” — New York Sun.

| States specimens of a plant known as 
ounduraugo, found in the province of 
Loya, in Ecuador, to which marvelous 
qualities in curing cancer were ascribed. 
The physicians in South America experi- 
mented on this substance and reported 
most wonderful cures. Its virtues are 
said to have been discovered by aocideut 
An Indian had been suffering fearfully 
for a long time from internal cancer, 
aud his wife undertook to reliove him 
by shortening his life by poison. For 
this purpose she selected the cundnran- 
go, making a deooction of the hark. To 
her astonishment the first dose appeared 
to benefit the patient, and by the con- 
tinuance of this remedy he was com- 
pletely cured in a short time. — New 
York Advertiser. 


Coat of Electric Cooking. 

It has been shown by recent experi- 
ments that there is practically no differ- 
ence iu cost between cooking by elec- 
tricity and by coal, while the advan- 
tages of the former method iu point of 
comfort, cleanliness aud safety are con- 
siderable. Of every 100 tons of coal 
burned in an ordinary cooking stove 06 
tons are, it is said, practically wasted, 
whereas with electricity tho expense is 
not so much on the fuel us on labor and 
interest on machinery. — Invention. 


A Bottle Stopper. 

If you want u stopper for a bottle of 
ueiil or any substance that would natu- 
rally call for a glasH stopper because of 
the danger that the cork would lie eaten 
up by the contents of tho bottle, take 
the cork and steep it iu vaseline. It 
will then he impervious to acids of any 
kind, and no action of chemicals will 
•lecay it. It will, iu fact, be as good for 
all purposes as a glass stopper. — New 
York Dispatch.

Why Doe* the Hair Fall Out on tho Top of 
tho Hoad and Not Klaowhoro? 

A question that often arises and is 
reldom answered twice in tho snme way 
is as to why tho hair falls out on the 
top of the head and not at tho hack and 
on tho sides. Tho old fashioned theory 
is that baldness occurs within the lines 
marked by a man’s hat, and as nobody 
has ever offered conclusive proof to the 
contrary that explanation may be the 
correct ono.

CATCHING JEWFISH. 


4NGLINQ FOR MARINE MONSTERS IN 
SAN DIEGO BAY. 

The Process Is of the Progressive Kind. 
The Part Toothpicks Play — The Run With 
a Keg — Members of the Bass Family That 
Weigh Hundreds of Pounds. 

Don’t ta>k to a man from southern 
California about black bass fishing, or 
he will mnko your best bass story a fee- 
Vlo, pitiful thing. Ho will toll you of 
black bass that could swallow the big- 
gest clay’s catch you over mado and 
take in yonr creel for dessert without 
as much ns gulping. Voice a doubt, and 
the man from San Diogo will pull from 
his fishing traps something that looks 
like a one fluked ship’s anchor. That is 
what he fishes with for tho strnngo, 
monstrous black bass in tho bays and 
about the islands of the southern Cali- 
fornia coast. They don’t call them black 
bass down there, though tho fish com- 
yuBsioners say they are, and the natu- 
ralists have identified them by fins and 
bones and form with the gamy two and 
three ponnders that make men fickle 
even to trout. 

The men who catch these fish that 
sometimes weigh 1,000 ponnds call them 
jowflsh — a corruption of juneflsh. The 
last is a translation of one of their Mex- 
ican names. Probably they were called 
juneflBh from the fact that they are 
plentiful along the shores in the late 
spring and early summer. No matter 
how he got his name, the jewflsh is a 
wonder. He looks like a bass fisherman ’s 
nightmare when they get him out of 
the water. Every fin and mark is there, 
magnified out of all proportion. His 
scales are as big as half dollars, his 
month is a gaping chasm, and the spikes 
of his dorsal fin are bigger than tenpen- 
ny nails. 

The process of catching a jewflsh is a 
progressive and interesting one. The 
fishers begin at the beginning. With 
bent pins or dip nets they look for min- 
nows or sardelles. The quarry secured, 
it promptly becomes bait, and the con- 
course is treated to smelt fishing. Then 
comes the smelt’s turn in the succes- 
sion. He is impaled, and the fisherman, 
with a heavier rod and a larger hook, 
goes to the other side of the wharf for 
a halibut or a sea bass. 

When the bait, dead or alive, is ready, 
the stoutest armed man on the wharf 
picks up the line. He swings the two 
or three pounds of bait around his head 
like an Indian does the bolas and hurls 
it seaward. The great line, as thick as 
a lead pencil, coils out after the hook, 
and that is nearly all until the fish 
comes along. 

Incidentally toothpicks play quite a 
part in the fishing. Eaoh fisherman 
takes a handful with him when he leaves 
the breakfast table. They stick one in 
a crack at the top of a pile and loosely 
loop the line around it. The shore part 
of the line is coiled on the wharf, and 
the end is fast to an empty powder keg 
or some such thing that will float well. 
On the toothpick is stnok a bit of white 
rag, and as half a dozen or a dozen lines 
are used at once thero is a string of 
these little signal flags all along tho 
dock. The fisherman has nothing more 
to do for awhile thnn to watch tho flags. 
When one goes down, it means that 
something has taken the bait. After 
gathering in the bnrracouda heads or 
the impaled halibut the jewflsh starts 
away like the locomotive on a fast ex- 
press. Down goes the signal flag. 
Everybody around *rnns for tho line. 
They know they can’t hold the fish, but 
the resistance makes it harder for him 
and helps them to tire him out — the ul- 
timate object. The great fish does not 
struggle at first, but moves steadily sea- 
ward, pulling the line through the 
men’s hands. Occasionally, when the 
fish weighs less than 200 pounds, they 
can tire him out without paying out all 
of the line, but usually it all goes, and 
presently the struggle is transferred to 
the water. The empty powder keg 
bounces over the water most erratical 
ly, the men ohase it in a boat, and 
when they catch it hold on. Then the 
real fun of jewfishing begins. It is just 
sport for a fish of any size to tow a 
Whitehall around the bay, and itis pret- 
ty rough sailing in his wake. As soon 
as he realizes that there is a fight on the 
jewflsh seems to forget that ho is a staid 
bottom fish. All the steam of his black 
boss ancestors gets riley, and ho plunges 
and tnrns, twists and strikes. Some- 
where down iu the cavern of his gullet 
he has an arrangement of bone like a 
couple of millstones, and when he dis- 
covers he oannot spit ont the hook he 
tries to swallow it and grind the line 
apart, so the slack has to be carefully 
attended to. There are some tremendous 
fish in San Diego bay, and though the 
hooks are made of hand forged tool steel 
they have snapped many of them. 

If everything goes well, if the hook 
holds and the fish does not grind the 
line, if he steers away from submerged 
buoy chains aud docks, the fight must 
end in the death of the fish. Sometimes 
he tows the boat for three hours before 
his strength is gone aud he is hauled 
to tho surface. Tho death struggle is 
Worst of all. The fish is dragged to the 
top and lies there, apparently all but 
dead. Theu they drive a harpoon into 
him, und the stiug of the steel sturts all 
his life again. The harpoon line holds 
him ueur the Hurfuce, and he makes a 
great race for a little while, but, of 
course, it cauuot last. At tho end the 
fish is towed back to the dock, and there 
the flouting population of Sun Diego is 
assembled. Everybody guts hold of a 
rope and hoists tho giant fish upou the 
dock, and there the tired monster floun- 
ders, its mouth gupiug like u tunnel 
Aud its eyes, big as baseballs, starting 
from their sockets. — San Franoisoo Ex- 
aminer.

RECORD OF A TEXAS DESPERADO. 

Thu Or«»M of III* Victims Were Scattered 

From Dodge City to Hunt* Fe. 

Tho man who told tho story between 
the puffs of Ids cigar was from Texas. 

‘Clay Allison’s life was a tragic ro- 
mance, ” ho began. "Clay Allison was 
a desperado. He lived in tho Rt^river 
country iti tho Panhandle. His trigger 
finger w»w busiest in the early oighties. 
His record was 21. Ho boasted of it 
Twenty-one dead men, whose graves 
re scattered from Dodge City to Snn- 
Foi 1 myself saw him kill Bill 
Chuuk, a bad man, who shot people just 
for the fun of seeing them fall. Tho two 
mon had no cause for quarrel. They 
wore the prize killers of the same sec- 
tion of tho country. It was a spirit of 
rivalry which made them swear to 
shoot each other on sight. Their friends 
bet on the result of their first chance 
rencounter. They met one night at a 
crossroad inn in New Mexico and sat 
down at tables opposite each other, with 
thoir drawn six shooters resting on their 
laps beneath their napkins. A plate of 
oysters on the shell had just boen set 
before Chunk, when he dropped his 
hnml iu careless fashion and sent a ball 
at Allisiou benoath the table. Quick as 
a leap of lightning Allison’s gun re- 
plied A tiny rod spot between Chunk’s 
eyes marked where the bullet entered. 
The dead man rolled over on the table 
and was still, with his face downward 
in the dish of oysters. 

"Allision was a large cattle owner. 
He went on a drive to Kansas City 
once, and while there fell in love, mar- 
ried and took the woman to his home in 
the west to live. A child was born to 
them — a child whose face was as beau- 
tiful as the face of a cherub, but whose 
poor little body was horribly deformed 
Allison loved the child with the great 
love of his passionate nature. In the 
babe’s twisted aud misshapen form his 
superstitious mind read a meaning as 
significant as that of the message which 
the divine hand wrote on the palaco of 
the king of old in Babylon. God, he 
thought, had visited a curse upon him 
for his sins. He quit his wild ways. 
He drank no more. No man ever after 
the birth of his child fell before his 
deadly pistols. Ho was completely 
ohanged. 

"In the new life which followed he 
devoted himself with absorbing energy 
to his business interests. He became 
rich in time. Ten thousand cattle on 
tho Texas ranges bore his brand. A few 
years ago he was driving from his ranch 
in a heavy road wagon to town. The 
front wheels jolted down into a deep 
rut. Allison was pitched headfore- 
most to the ground. His neck was bro- 
ken. The team jogged on into the dis- 
tance and left him lying there dead and 
alone upon the prairie.” — Kansas City 
Times. 

One of the Unknown Quantities. 

There are many persons who talk very 
learnedly about electricity and seem 
to fancy that they have found out all 
about it that is worth knowing. In the 
face of ideas of this sort comes on an 
accident without precedent indeed, one 
that under ordinary circumstances 
would be counted impossible. A work- 
man in oiling the machinery of a small 
electrio fan — one used merely for the 
purpose of cooling the air in a business 
house — accidentally touched the wire 
and was instantly killed. The current 
that runs the fan is said to have scarce- 
ly power enough to give a gentle shock 
when touched. An electrician who has 
recently been making some important 
experiments has demonstrated that by 
using electricity in a certain way 50 
times tho current usually employed for 
executing criminals may be passed 
through the human body without inju- 
ry. Is it not possible, then, that very 
weak currents under oertain conditions 
may possess power hitherto unsuspected?

The Sme^f. 

It is the opinion of the true gourmet 
that of all marine panfish there is noue 
to compare with thq smelt (Osmerus 
mordax). This primary rank is its own 
by reason of its delicacy and delicions 
flavor, and when fried a light brown in 
very fine bread crumbs and served with 
melted butter there is none that dis- 
putes its pre-eminence. Its delightful 
flavor, however, as well as its peculiar 
odor is evanescent Like the mackerel, 
it cannot be too fresh. 

It is from its odor that the smelt de 
rives not only its familiar but Latin 
name, an odor so aggressive of sliced 
cucumbers that, if its prosence be mani- 
fest only to the Beuse of smell, people 
are often deluded into suoh supposition. 
This odor is not- marked except iu the 
freshly caught fish aud disappears in 
the cooking, giving place, however, to a 
fitting resurrection of the smelt to on 
olfactory sense still more savory and de- 
lightful. — Market Review.

Tim Wav of Long Twilight. 

On first thought it srotns to ho a 
rather paradoxical statement that tho 
nearer wo approach to tho equator tho 
shorter iH that intermediate stage or 
transition from day to night nnd from 
night to day, which wo eall “twilight. ’’ 
This being the case, however, the period 
of duration of “tho dim, uncertain 
light" in all tropical countries is vory 
short when compared with that of coun- 
tries of high northern or southern lati- 
tude. Tho explanation is this: On tho 
equator tho sun’s path is at exact right 
angles with tho horizon. Tho last beam 
of light fades from view when tho snu 
is at 18 degrees below tho horizon. 
This 18 degree mark is quickly roaehed 
at the equator for reasons given in tho 
first sentence of this explanation. The 
farther from tho equator wo get tho less 
become the angles which tho snn’s 
course makes with tho horizon, and the 
longer tho time required for him to 
reach tho 18 degree mark; henco tho 
longer tho period of twilight. — St. Louis 
Republic. 

“Tim Paradise of Tips.” 

“Tho paradiso of tips,” as wo aro 
told by a writer in Tho Kloine Zeitung, 
is Carlsbad.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


HR A KINO ON WIDENING WASttINOTON 
STREET— KO II TIN K BUSINESS OF VARIED 
IMPORTANCE. 


Tho city council held their first regular 
meeting sinao the summer vacation on 
Monday evening. 

The hearing on the widening of Wash- 
ington street to a width of 76 and 85 
feet, was the most vital business of the 
•evening and City Ilall was filled with 
citizens and friends before the hour of 
the hearing had arrived. 

The two branches of the city counoil 
convened in their respective chambers 
for a few moments and then adjourned 
upstairs whore they took seats upon the 
platform and Mayor Fenno opened the 
hearing. 

WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 
Those in favor of the proposed im- 
provement were first called upon to ex- 
press their views. Alderman Bothfeld. 
chairman of the highway committee, 
prior to the voicing of public sentiment 
on the matter, at the request of the 
mayor, explained what was proposed in 
the way of carrying out the project. In 
response to the request, Alderman Botb- 
feld said that the entire subject had been 
given careful consideration by the high- 
way committee. It was decided, lie con- 
tinued, to recommend a widening of 86 
feet, except that portion of the street 
abutting the Boston & Albany railroad 
tracks, where a width of 75 feet was 
deemed sufficient. The plan provides 
for carrying the electrio car tracks close 
to the B. & A. line with a narrow side- 
walk on that side of the thoroughfare, 
possibly 3 or 4 feet wide, simply provid- 
ing a walk for the convenience of per- 
sons getting on and off the cars. The 
35 feet width will oover three-quarters of 
the distance between the Newton bank 
and West Newton. From the bank to 
Church street, it is proposed to widen on 
the south side; from Church street cross- 
ing to Brookside avenue on the norther- 
ly side; from Brookside avenue to the 
car house at West Newton, the street is 
75 feet wide; from the car house to the 
park in West Newton the widening will 
be partly on the south side. 

The committee, said Alderman Both- 
feld in conclusion, believe that the im- 
provement is demanded in the interests 
of the safety and convenience of the 
public; that it is, in fact, a public necessi- 
ty. It is not proposed to widen under 
the betterment act. The land damage 
has been carefully figured and the esti- 
mate of land cost and construction, care- 
fully estimated by the city engineer, will 
be under $250,000 

Mr. Joseph Byers was the first speaker 
in remonstrance. He said that be de- 
sired to enter a protest because he 
thought the city was not prepared to 
deal with the improvenment at this time. 
The chairman of the highway commit- 
tee, he added, stated that only one house 
would be disturbed under the plan which 
he outlined. Now, I have two houses 
that would be seriously disturbed. There 
is no room to move them back. Aider- 
man Bothfeld says that the coBt will not 
exceed $250,000. I have estimated the 
land damage roughly and I figure that 
the cost from Lowell to Harvard street 
will be $100,000. I am willing to con- 
cede the necessity for widening. There 
are things that I want and that seem 
necessary. If I can afford them, I should 
have them; if not I must rest contented 
with them. Now I think the City of 
Newton is just in that position at this 
time. It cannot afford now to under- 
take this improvement. 

I keep a hirse aud have been driving 
through Washington street the last 14 
years. I never yet saw a blockade that 
I could not get through with little diffi- 
culty. The street cannot be wideued 
without large expense and the questiou 
is are we in a position to do it now? 
There are two blocks in Newtonville 
square that will be cut to twaiu if this 
improvement is carried out. The cost 
will be, I think, a very large item. 1 
protest against it, because I do uot be- 
lieve the tax payers are reidy to do this 
thing. Can Newton afford it? At che 
present rate of taxes, I think not. [Ap- 
pliuse.] 

Mr. Henry F. King appeared for Julia 
A. Houghton who owned a business block 
on Washington street. He believed 
thoroughly that the street should be 
widened and the time was ripe for such 
action, but wished to enter a protest in 
Mrs. Houghton’s behalf. The owner 
was dependeut upon the iucoiue of the 
building and by widening of the street 
it would be so irreparably injured that 
her source of income would be stopped. 

Mr. Austin R Mitchell asked the 
chairman of the highway committee it 
'Clafiin block would not have to be moved 
back? 

Alderman Bothfeld said it would. 
When he spoke of only one house being 
untouched he was thinking particularly 
of dwellings and not of business places. 

Alderman Bothfeld id reply to Mr. 
Mitchell stated that the highway com- 
mittee was aware that the blocks in 
Newtonville on the north side must be 
moved back. He said that he referred 
to houses on the uorth side when he said 
tin t ouly one would be disturbed. The 
poiui, lie added, is a trivial oue and does 
i ot date ionite flora the necessity of the 
improvement. I am very glad, however, 
to be corrected in any slip that I may 
make, and it is the desire of the commit- 
tee to present ouly the facts. 

Mr. Mitohell— 1 hope tbe widening will 
be made on the south side, even if the 
cost should be more I think we need 
wide roads and that the advisability of 
widcuiug on the south side, to get a 
broad way, should be carefully looked 
into. 

Mr. Ballou appeared for an estate on 
Washington street, adjoining Mr. 
Mitchell’s laud. He protested, he said, 
because it would injure the lot, making 
it only 55 feet in depth and consequent- 
ly damage its value for budding or sale. 

Mr. liougb ton objected for the Alvin 
Houghton eBtate. He said that it would 
necessitate moving three houses in which 
he was inteiested back close to the line 
of the railroad fence. The city engineer 
said that there was a depth of laud iu 
the rear of the house ot 150 feet, but 
Mr. Houghton thought he must be mis- 
taken. 

Dr. Otis K. Hunt — Those who have 
spoken tonight do uot oppose the widen- 
ing. The objectors are concerned purely 
from a money standpoint. They want to 
be assured of getting full damages if 
rbeir buildings are disturbed. Now, 1 
understand the city pi opuses to deal 
taiily by them. If these people fell sure 
that they were going to be paid for their 
property, would they not all be iu favor 
of thb improvement? Nobody has pretend- 
ed that the widening was uot necessary. 
The car tracks have made the street 


very bad for travel. If we need a thing, 
why not have it if it is a mere question 
of money? Whatever the cost is, the 
oitv onn and must pay it. 

The time to put this improvement 
through is now. Pretty soon the rail- 
road will be asking for another track, t 
liopo they won’t get it with the street in 
its present condition. If ten feet more 
is taken up by more rails, there will be 
no room left hardly. As to the widen- 
ing on tho north or south side, it is mere- 
ly a question of judgment to be left to 
the highway committee. In the last ten 
years, travel on Washington street has 
increased 40 per ceut. If it increases iu 
that proportion and the street remains as 
it is. what is going to be the condition 
ten years from now? It is useless to say 
that the street can be widened at less 
cost at some future time. The present 
is the time to do it, when the people 
recognize the necessity, and the cost is 
not likely to be so great as at some later 
time. [Applause.] 

Mr. John B. Goodrich— This is one of 
the biggest things Newton has ever 
undertakeu. It seems loo bad that the 
highway committee did not give a hear- 
ing to parties interested before deciding 
this matter of wideuing. I understand 
that it is practioally done and that this 
hearing is called simply in oonformity to 
statute requirement, giving an opportu- 
nity for protest and to give notice of 
claims for damages. 

Mayor Fenno— The City of Newton has 
taken no action in this matter. 

Mr. Goodrich— I am glad to learn that. 
It is as it should be. I believe the wideu- 
ing ought to be made aud made iu the 
best possible mauner. It should be done 
after careful deliberation to the end that 
no mistakes are made. I assume that 
the board of aldermeu will consider the 
matter very carefully. So far ns tbe 
plan proposed is concerned there is a 
difficulty beginning with the Jackson 
estate. The widening there goes up 
□early to the doors of that old mansion, 
one of the landmarks of the oity, 
practically destroying the value of the 
estate. Opposite the Jackson home- 
stead there are two cottages perched up 
in the air in a place where they never 
should have been erected, and beyond is 
a coal yard that some persons have 
dreamed might be removed to 'some 
other place when the plan for widening 
and beautifying Washington street was 
made. The question is could not the 
street be wideued at this point on the 
south side, getting rid of those little 
houses and the coal yard? It is perfect- 
ly feasible as ao engineering problem to 
widen the street there on the south side. 
In doing that, tbe most of the Jackson 
estate would be saved and you would 
likewise save from mutilation the 
Catholic church estate. Tou ought to 
save that property if you can. The 
Catholic pariah is one of the largest, 
probably the largest in the city. The 
ohuroh grounds have been attractively 
laid out, converting a gravel bank into a 
beautiful estate that is au ornament to 
the city. This spot is the church and 
social home of thousands of our citizens. 
The grounds have been laid out with a 
view to the future. Along the present 
line of Washington street, there iB a 
magnificeut row of young trees that mast 
be removed if the thoroughfnre is wid- 
ened on tbe north side. The trees cau- 
not be transplanted ; they are too large. 
It is proposed to cut off 40 feet from the 
front of this estate, brineiug the dusty, 
noisy stveet up nearly to the doors of the 
church and parochial residence. Don’t 
do it, if you can possibly avoid it. Don’t 
do it, even if you are obliged to enter 
the sacred precincts of that coal yard; 
dou’t do it even if you have to remove 
those air castles perched up ou the hill. 
[Applause.] 

Money won’t pay the Catholic church 
people for the loss of their grounds. 
Why, when it was proposed to do this 
very thing some two years ago, a memo- 
rial in remonstrance was prepared to 
present to the city council signed by 270 
or more tax payers and citizeus. The 
scheme was abandoned at tbat time and 
the memorial was uot, therefore, pre- 
sented. Tbat memorial is just as good 
uow, however, as it was then aud it is 
submitted at this time for the considera- 
tion of the city government. 

Take as much land as is uecessary tor 
this improvement, but save tbe estate if 
you cau. Why uot defiect and make a 
slight curve there, again going back to 
the uorth side. The railioad certainly 
would be willing to allow tbe city to take 
some of its land for such a public im- 
provement. It certainly could not afford 
to take an attitude in opposition to such 
a proposition. If the railroad has uot 
refused to do this, we may presume that 
there is uo difficulty there. From au 
.esthetic standpoint, it would be a good 
idea to have all unsightly things re- 
moved as far as practical in carrying out 
tbe improvement. The board will study 
this questiou aud determine whether 
therh really is any obstacle iu widening 
at this point on tbe south side. Tbe 
course of Bellevue street could be 
cbauged so as to render the wideuing ou 
the south side feasible. The coBt for 
damages on the south side would be 
much less. So far as damages aud satis- 
faction to the people of Newton are con- 
cerned, it would be vastly better to save 
the Jackson estate and the Catholic 
church property. If it can be reason- 
ably done, we ask you to do it. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. E. S. Srailie, civil engineer, was 
called upon by Mr. Goodrich to state if 
iu his judgment, it was feasible to widen 
<m tne south side opposite the Jackson, 
Uaskell aud Catholic church estates. Ho 
stated that there was no engineering 
difficulty iu tbe way and that it was per- 
fectly feasible to divert the line of Belle- 
vue street, following more closely the B. 
<& A. railroad tracks to Washington 
street. A plau prepared by Mr. Sinilie 
for wideuiug on the south side above 
Church street to a point beyond tho 
Catholic church estate was submitted to 
the city couucil for its consideration be- 
fore final action is takeu. 

Mr. Jesse C. Ivy — Mr. Bothfeld, what 
would be the cost ot widening if the 
laud was taken wholly on the south side? 
Alderman Bothfeld— About $400,000. 
Mr. Ivy— Aud iu tbe way proposed, the 
cost would be about $250,000? 

Alderman Bothfeld— Vos sir. 

Mr. Ivy— What would be the difference 
iu cost iu the plau recommended by the 
highway committee and that of wideu- 
ing ou the south side from Church to 
Crafts street? 

Mr. Ivy — 1 appeal hole tonight ropie- 
I’eutiug several parties who are desirous 
of having the street wideued. It seems 
clear from the discussiou this evening 
that tbe street can never be wideued iu a 
manner to give satisfaction to every oue. 
The highway committee is to be congrat- 
ulated that so little opposition lias been 
made to iis plan. If there is a deviation 
at ibis poiut aud that point, the result 
will not he a symetrical street, and as 
many difficulties will be presented iu 
making the deviations as iu the way pro- 
posed. The public is suffering greut in- 
convenience from the condition of Wash- 
ington street aud it seems to be the 
uuuuimous opinion that wideuiug is a 
necessity. The fatal uccideut which cost 
our late lamented fire chief his life is 


fresh In memory. The street is not wldo 
enough for publio travel. I am not an 
expert in engineering matters, but I 
think it would be criminal for our mu- 
nicipality to continue to permit auoh a 
state of things as exist in Washington 
street at the present time. An eleotricnl 
engineer who rode with me on the car 
lure tonight said that the street was 
dangerous for public travel. The elec- 
trio cars run very close to trees and posts 
and if derailed a very serious accident 
would surely result. Now, wheu the 
street is widened, that menace to publio 
safety will bo removed. 

There has been no opposition to the 
widening. Everybody wants the street 
widened. Some don’t want the widen- 
ing to result in taking any of their land. 
The City of Newton is going to deal 
squarely by its citizens in this mAtter, to 
the end that nobody will be injured so 
far as taking land is concerned. This 
applies to dwelling house property. It 
don’t apply, perhaps, to an institution, 
school or ohuroh. If practical, there- 
fore, I think a deviation might be made 
aloug the line of the Catholic ohuroh 
estate. My message from my olieuts to 
this board is, however, very brief. They 
instruct me to say that they want you to 
do something. | Applause.] 

Mr. W. S. French— In the interests of 
owners of land to be taken for the widen- 
ing, I think tbat some assuranoe should 
be given by the city that individual 
rights will be protected. The highway 
oommittee might call a meeting for tbe 
purpose of hearing the abuttors on the 
line of the proposed improvement, giving 
them au opportunity to furnish estimates 
of the amount of damage from their 
standpoint, and then coming to an agree- 
ment if possible as to the amount. Tho 
city can go ahead if it so desires and 
make tbe improvement under the better- 
ment act and there would be no time for 
owners to present their claims. I, there- 
fore, hope that the committee will take 
the step I have suggested before final 
action is taken. [Applause.] 

Mr. A. L. Gordon entered a protest in 
behalf of the Central Congregational 
church property on Washington street. 
He said the lot would be made extremely 
□arrow and injure it for either sale or 
building purposes. 

Mr. J. Sturgis Potter— There is no 
question of tbe necessity of tbe widen- 
ing. The only point is to have it done in 
the best way. I think it would be better 
aud more economical iu the end to take 
all the land between tbe B. & A. tracks 
on the south side. The cost would be 
more, but a wider street would be 
secured aud au opportunity afforded for 
laying it out more attractively. 

Representative E. J. H. Estabrooks— I 
think all tbe land should be taken on the 
south side. The street should be made 
100 feet wide if possible. It is better 
to make the improvement with a view to 
the future rather than simply to meet 
the exigency of the present. 

Mr. H. F. King— I believe that the cost 
of tbe improvement should fall upon the 
city. I don’t believe in applying the 
betterment act in this case. The im- 
provement is for the good of the whole 
city and, therefore, the whole oity should 
bear the expense. 

Mr. J, B. Goodrich— There is one point 
that I would like to bring out more clear- 
ly relating to the trees on the Catholic 
church estate. They serve ao important 
purpose now in shutting out some of the 
uois* and particularly the dust from the 
coal yards. I mention this to show tbe 
value of those trees there and the neces- 
sity of preserving them, it possible. It 
is, as has been said by other speakers, a 
matter of congratulation tbat the ex- 
planations of the highway committee 
have left so little to warrant opposition 
to its plau ot wideuiug. It is, in tact, 
remarkable that there has been such a 
substantial acquiescence to its geueral 
proposition relative to the improvement. 

Mr. H. F. Bent — I have listened very 
attentively to tbe remarks here tonight. 
I expected to see a plan showing clearly 
what was proposed, but I did not find 
out until after tbe bearing was well 
under way. Let us stick to the railroad 
track, I say. For the paltry sum of $200,- 
000 more, it seems, this widening can be 
done in first class shape. Newton cau 
afford the additional cost for it secures a 
better thing aud a wide road that pro- 
vides not only for today, but for the re- 
quirements of the future. Therefore, I 
say, stick to the railroad traok. even if it 
costs $250,000 more. [Great applause.] 
Mayor Feuno declared the hearing 
closed at 0.30 o’clock and a memorable 
discussion concerning an important 
public improvement was at an end. 

THE ALDERMEN. 

After the hearing was closed the aider- 
men assembled in their chamber, the 
mayor presiding and all the members 
being preseut. 

The mayor presented a list of election 
officers which was laid over :or confirma- 
tion later. 

A hearing was ou constructing a sewer 
in Ware road, but was closed without 
remonstrance. 

Tbe resignation of F. E. Rawson from 
Roee 4 was accepted and David Dow was 
appointed to the vaoancy. 

John Murray was appointed assistant 
foreman of Hose 8. 

The quarterly report of the overseers 
ot the poor was received. 

A petition and order relative to two 
wilts against the city from Jerome A. 
Bacon and John J. Sullivan were re- 
ceived. 

Communications were received from 
tbe inspector of buildings relative to the 
erection of stables by P. H. O’Brien of 
Adams street aud W. F. Hadlock of 
Lexington street. The first was grauted 
by uotiou of tbe board and the latter was 
referred to the committee ou licenses, 
H. W. Boyd objecting to it iu a written 
oommuuica ion. 

A communication was received from 
W. B. II. Dowse relative to the pollution 
ot a book on the Geo. Dix land by the 
boulevard construction. This came up 
from the lower branch and concurrent 
action taken. Similar action was also 
taken ou a communication from the 
boird of health relative to erecting one 
or more bath houses. 

A heaiiug was opened at precisely 7.45 
o’clock ou taking laud bordering Crystal 
lake for park purposes. 

Alderman Rutnery was ou his feet at 
ouce moving tbat the hearing be closed. 
The healing was closed.

COMPROMISE PLAN SUGGESTED. 


CITY MAY SEIZE LAND FOR STREET TO B 
A. A. GROUNDS. 


Notwithstanding the recent contro- 
versy over the proposed construction of 
a bridge aoross the Charles river, west 
of the Newton Boat Club house, pro- 
viding a way of quickly reaching the 
new grounds of the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation in Weston from the Riverside 
station of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
it now seems probable that it will become 
a reality. 

It is not likely, however, that it will 
cross the river west of the Newton boat- 
house, as the tremendous opposition to 
that plan on the part of boat club mem- 
bers and Newton citizens has induced 
those interested in the project to sug- 
gest another looation, east of the Now- 
ton boathouse and about midway be- 
tween that building and the Boston & 
Albany railroad bridge at Riverside. 
There are, unfortunately, several ob- 
stacles in the way of carryiug out the 
compromise plan. In the first place, it 
will be necessary to get a right of way 
somehow over a strip of private lai d 
which is held at a high figure by the 
owner. 

It will be necessary to purchase this 
strip of land containing about 38,000 
square feet, which is assessed for $4000. 
The owner, however, considers the laud 
worth $1 per foot, and if he sticks to 
that figure the laud cost would be in the 
vicinity of $38,000. There is besides, a 

f mblic boathouse on this lot of land, 
eased on a long terra of years. Of 
course, that is another big obstacle in 
the way of the eastern route. 

The lessees of this publio boathouse 
are doing a lucrative business, aud will 
not give up their location unless haud- 
somely reimbursed. The consequence is 
that the cost to Mr. Blake and the B. A.^ 
A to get a right of way in the ordinary 
raanuer through this lot would be cou- 
siderablj above $60,000. There would 
arise then the questioo of a legal claim 
against the city on account of this large- 
ly increased expenditure if the right of 
way origiually secured at a compara- 
tively small outlay is taken away by the 
seizure of laud for river park purposes. 

Neither Mr. Blake nor the B. A. A. 
board of governors feel inclined, how- 
ever, to tuke the case into the courts. 
They aro willing to build the bridge east 
of the Newton boathouse, provided auy 
plan cau be devised to bring the cost 
withiu a reasonable figure. The kuotty 
questiou is, how can it be accomplished? 
Mr. Blake aud the B. A. A. man igemeut 
believe that a waj can be fouud if the 
city of Newtou will take hold of the 
matter, aud they suggest the seizing of 
a strip of laud desired for the purpose of 
laying out a street which would couneot 
with the bridge ou the Newton side of 
the river. 

Members of the Newtou city council 
generally favor this scheme, if it can be 
shown to be feasible, and the oity 
solicitor has been requested to report ou 
the right of the oity to take the land 
named for highway purposes. Several 
lawyers have been asked for un opiuiou 
ou tbiH point, and all believe tbat there 
cau be no questiou of tbe right of the 
city to seize tbe land for the purpose of 
layiug out a street.

CONCERNING BEQUESTS. 

THEIR VALUE IN CARRYING ON THE 

WORK OF NECESSARY INSTITUTIONS. 

The announcement that the will of the 
late Mr. N. P. Coburn of Newton con" 
tained a bequest of $15,000 to the Newton 
Hospital, has created a widespread feel- 
ing of gratitude in our community, part- 
ly because the hospital is just now great- 
ly in need of money, and partly beoause 
this may be the beginning of a usage 
that will, we hope, become quite oommon 
among persons of means in our city. 

It is very true that the best time for 
any one to devote a fair share of his 
possessions to benevolent purposes is in 
his own life time, for be then has op- 
portunity to see that it is applied just as 
he wishes, and he has tbe pleasure of 
looking upon the good that grows from 
his benefactious. 

But there comes a time when any are 
possessed of property that must be dis- 
tributed at his death finds it necessary to 
make his will. 

Then it is that the claitnB of the New- 
ton Hospital should loom up into special 
prominence. 

Here it is among us a singularly well 
managed and successful institution. It 
has won credit and renown for our city. 
It has become a bond of union between 
rich and poor, and between people of 
very differing views. 

It extends its benefit to hundreds of 
sufferers each year, and it offers some 
protection to every home in Newtou by 
tbe removal and isolation of those who 
are suffering from contagious diseases. 

The Newton Hospital deserves well of 
the community, and in the maiu, Newton 
people have shown their appreciation of 
it by contributing generously each year 
to its support. But tbe two i act* which 
have not been really grasped yet by 
many persons of means among us are tbe 
extent of the work the hospital is doing, 
and tbe great need of putting it upon a 
firmer financial foundatiou. 

It is no longer an experiment but a 
well tried institution, strong in every- 
thing except pecuniary resources. It 
should have an endowment of $100,000. 
With Mr. Coburn’s bequest and tbe 
generous gifts of Mrs. Eldredge and 
others it has now abou t $30,000. It needs 
$70,000 more. In fact even $200,000 of 
endowment would not be too muob, for 
tbe annual expenditure now is over 
$18,000. 

There will always be the oalls for an- 
nual payment by those able to pay for 
treatment and attendance, but with an 
endowment yielding, say $5000 per year, 
the trustees would be relieved of much 
of their present anxiety and the institu- 
tion would do much better work than it 
iB doing today. 

If this is read by any one whose will is 
already made let him add a Codicil in 
some such words as these. 

“I give and bequeath the Newton Hos- 
pital the sum of $ towards the En- 

dowment Fund.” 

If it iB read by any one whose will iB 
not made it is respectfully suggested 
that the Newton Hospital be placed high 
up in the best of institutions to be re- 
membered. It ought to become among 
Newton people as well established a 
custom to remember the hospital by will 
as it is for Harvard graduates to remem- 
ber their college. 

There is a special reason that should 
commend our hospital to the favorable 
uotice of all who can aid it. It is this, 
the establishment and successful develop- 
ment of the training school for nurses 

E rovides training for a most useful and 
onorable vocation for women, and now 
year by year there are sent out from six 
to twelve persons thoroughly equipped 
for the care of the sick and iujured. 

It may be that nurses are as well 
trained elsewhere, but hardly better 
trained than they are here, and so there 
is this added incentive to benevolence: 
the sustaining a department that widens 
the field of self-support for womeu while 
it fits them for relieving suffering in the 
hjmes of others. 

Surely if auyone wants to find an in- 
stitution where his gifts will be gratetul- 
ly received and wisely used ho need not 
go out of Newtou to search for it.

WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 


There Beems to be a unanimity of 
opinion among the residents and tax 
payers of the city concerning the propo- 
sition to widen Washington street. It 
is conceded to be a public necessity. The 
hearing before the city council Monday 
evening clearly demonstrated the co- 
operation of the people in the plan 
which the highway committee has 
recommended for a uecessary improve- 
ment in the interests of common safety 
and convenience. The City Hall, where 
the hearing was held, was well filled 
with a company of ladies and gentlemen 
anxious for details relative to the pro- 
posed method of taking land and the 
construction of the thoroughfare. If 
any of those present came with a view 
to seriously opposing the measure it was 
perhaps, because of a belief that it was 

be carriedjout under the betterment 
act. Alderman Bothfald’s statement 
that such was not the iutent of the city 
removed the principal objection, at least, 
and among the various speakers who 
presented their views upon the matter, 
no one attempted to deny the pressing 
need of increasing the width of the 
roadway, admitted to be now in such 
condition that further delay in executing 
some plan of improvement would be con- 
strued as criminal neglect. One life has 
been sacrificed that might have been 
spared had the street been widened, as 
it should have been, some years ago, and 
to leave things in their present shape 
after such a dire misfortune, would call 
for the condemnation of those) who have 
the power to act in this very important 
matter. 

The plan of widening recommended by 
the highway committee was substantial- 
ly-endorsed at the hearing. Of course, 
various views were expressed relative to 
the best way to do it and it was the idea 
of quite a number that it would be belter 
to take all tbe land on the south side in- 
stead of portions from both, the south 
and north sides as proposed. A stroug 
plea was made in behalf of the Jackson, 
Masked and Catholic church estates iu 
*!fne interests of saving them from being 
cut into, and it was suggested that the 
land opposite the properties named 
might be takeu with equal advantage 
and greater economy from the south 
side. If it is practicable to do this, it 
would seem wise to deviate a little at 
this point, especially as there is, apparent- 
ly, no engineering difficulty in tbe way. 
The Jackson estate is au historic land- 
mark and the Catholic church laud can- 
.not be taken without seriously injuring 
'fee finely laid out grounds, skirted on 
the pre*eut street line by a m.ignificent 
row of shade trees that would necessari- 
ly be destroyed. Tbeieare obstacles in 
tbe way of widening entirely on the 
south side, while by the lines proposed 
it is feasible to push the work rapidly 
toward completion. With a few modifi- 
cations. therefore, tbe highway commit- 
tee’s plan presents a practical solution of 


the type of Mr. Leeson, though it may 
be that, in consequonoe of his exception- 
al worth as a citizen, it. would be difficult 
to tlnd many who could fitly rank with 
him. For this reason, if the Republi- 
cans of the :ld distriot can by any possi- 
bility prevail upon him to stand again, 
we trust they will so far havo the inter- 
ests of the commonwealth at heart as to 
make the needed solicitation.

THE STUDY OF LICHENS. 


A Wellghtful Branch of Science With Which 
to llccnni* Acquainted. 

They nro a difficult branch to study, 
fot the descriptions are shroudod in a 
mysterious language that needs an un- 
abridged dictionary to trnnslato it, and 
a good microscope is necessary if ono 
wishes to examino their internal struc- 
ture and spores. But they aro a delight- 
ful nnd easy brnnoh of science to be- 
eomo ncqunintod with by observation. 

They are to be found all the year 
round on stones and fence rails and on 
trees. They are oasy to mount and are 
so fascinatingly ugly or beautiful that 
they rnako au interesting collection. In 
almost any wild bit of country there 
are from 50 to 70 kinds to be found, and 
even iu the most civilized place, at one’s 
own hearth, there aro sure to bo seven 
or eight species growing on the sticks of 
wood laid for tho fire. They aro so liko 
and yet nnlike that they sharpen tho 
powers of comparison and observation 
until one feels that the keen bladed 
knife and pocket lens, whioh aro con- 
stant companions in a lichen rnmble, 
are dull compared with one’s own 
bright mind. 

Lichens — and, by the way, they are 
pronounced li-kons, not litch-ens — grow 
iu three ways, which can be easily dis- 
tingnished at a glance. There are crus- 
taceous lichens that grow close to a stone 
or bark and have no leafy part, but aro 
simply a few warts or dots or a stain. 
There are foliaoeons lichens that lie flat. 
They are green or brown or yellow 
leathery plants that are something liko 
leaves, and that have brown or red or 
pink disks on them, and there are frnti- 
cose lichens that grow upright like lit- 
tle shrubby bushes, with bright col- 
ored knobs. 

Go to any birch tree, and there will 
be seen within a stained circle some cu- 
rious little black marks like elfin hiero- 
glyphs. They are the fruit spots of a 
common lichen called, very appropriate- 
ly, Graphis scripta. Almost any tree 
one visits will have some irregular cir- 
cular stains upon it, especially if the 
bark is quite smooth, and in the center 
there will be some brown or black or 
white specks. It is easy to collect such 
crustaceous lichens by slicing off a th* t 
strip of the bark, largo enough to show 
the outline of tho stain, and by writing 
the name of llie tree from which it was 
taken on the bark, but it is quite a dif- 
ferent matter when one sits down besiue 
a bowlder. — New York Independent

MAGIC EXPLAINED. 

THE STAR TRICKS OF HINDOO CON- 
JURERS MADE EASY. 


Tlie Mango Trick Explained by Kellar, the . 

Magician— It la the Same Which Globe 

Trotter Steven* Clalina la Mlracnloualy 

Performed hy Yogi Men. 

The sleight of hand performances of 
Mr. Muskolyno, a remarkably clever 
juggler, have excited a great deal of in- 
terest in London. Not only aro his 
tricks skillfully done, but his explana- 
tions of other tricks hnvo attracted much 
attention among a class of men who 
seldom visit tho halls where feats of this 
sort are presented. 

The Mail and Express recently pub- 
lished an article from the London Spec- 
tator in which the writer describes one 
or two tricks which he snw iu India 
and which mystified him greatly. Here 
is one, which, by tho way, is described 
by Tlu, mas Stevens, the globe trotter, 
who says that the Yogi men, who per- 
form it, are aided by an occult force that 
the world is as yet ignorant of. 

A juggler placed a cloth over the pave- 
ment of the street, and presently ho 
removed it, and there was a mango 
growing between the stones. “The jug- 
igler, ” adds the writer, “ono of the he- 
reditary caste, did undoubtedly moke a 
leaf spring out of the ground; didmako 
jit grow into a dwarf mango, and did 
hand the mango from it to be eaten. It 
looked wonderful because of the appar- 
ent simplicity of the juggler, but ho per- 
formed his feat in four processes, and 
between each he shook out his chudder, 
or muslin wrapper, so that it passed for 
an instant between the spectators aud 
the plant. The writer had no doubt 
then and has no doubt now that this 
was done not to conceal anything, but 
to distract attention momentarily; that 
the first leaf, the upgrowth of leaves, 
!the dwarf mango and the mango on it 
were nil of wax or other carefully inado 
limitation, and that the whole miracle 
was marvelously rapid sleight of hand. ” 

To Americans who are interested in 
this sort of thing this mystery is almost 
amusing. It was exposed several years 
'ago by Kellar, the prestidigitafceur. Four 
or five years ago Kellar publicly offered 
$1,000 to anyone who would perform a 
trick which he could not duplicate and 
which he could not prove to be done by 
wholly human aids. A number of per- 
sons who had recently visited India im- 
mediately deluged him with descrip- 
tions of this and other specimens of 
oriental jugglery. Of course as they 
could not perform the trick themselves 
'they did not compete for his money offer, 
and therefore they were not publicly 
answered. 

Kellar, however, gave me personally 
a full explanation not only of these 
tricks, but of several others which have 
long baffled the cleverest of the occi- 
dental investigators. The magician has 
spent more than 1 5 years of his profes- 
sional life in India and the far east, and 
he has closely studied the tricks of the 
native jugglers with more or less profit 
to himself. This is how he explained 
the mango or pineapple trick as nearly 
as I can recall it: 

“The first time I. saw the mango 
trick, ’’said he, “was in Bombay in 
.1879 or thereabouts, and the man who 
did it was the most skillful conjurer 1 
ever saw in India. Even after I had 
learned the secret of his illusion I could 
not help admiring its ingenuity and the 
dexterity with which it was performed. 
Tho juggler and his two comrades chose 
a spot before the Prince of Wales’ stat- 
ue on the plaza.

ACID FOR MAKING SUGAR. 

A Curious Process Which Has Met With 
Borne Success In France. 

A very novel method of making sug- 
ar has beou patented in Franco by M. 
Pellegrini. Sugar is chemically a com- 
pound of carbon, oxygen nnd hydrogen 
in such proportions that if carbonic 
acid, water and certain kinds of illumi- 
nating gas could bo persuaded to unite 
in the proper quantities tho composition 
of sugar would be exactly imitnted. 
Hitherto no ono has been able to mnke 
sngar by mixing wator with two kinds 
of gns, but M. Pellegrini claims to have 
succeeded. The apparatus he uses con- 
sists of a largo block of pumice stoue, 
cleansed by soaking fli’st iu sulphuric 
acid nnd then in water, which is set in 
an iron box plated with uickcl inside. 
The length of the box is three times 
that of the pumice stoue block, which 
is tightly fitted iu tho middle, and pipes 
are arrauged to convey the ingredients 
to the empty ends of tho box, as requir- 
ed. Two of them enter from the sides 
and serve to bring carbonic acid and 
hydrocarbon gas, while another pipe 
from above branches so as to reach both 
empty portions of tho box and conveys 
steam. All the pipos are fitted with 
valve aud pressure gauges. 

Another pipe at the bottom of the 
box serves as an outlet At first this 
pipe is closed, as is also the steam pipe 
from above, aud carbonic acid is forced 
into one end of the box, while ethylene 
gas is forced into tho other under equal 
pressure aud iu equal volumes. A few 
minutes later the steam valve above is 
opened and the steam forced in under 
the same pressure. As the gases unite 
the pressure falls, so that the supply of 
each must be kept constant. At the end 
of half an hour the supply of gas is shut 
off, the outlet pipe is opened, and one of 
the chambers is found to be filled with 
sirup containing 25 per cent of sngar. 

The sirup is drawn off for refining, 
and as soon as the apparatus is cool it 
is ready for a fresh charge. The ethy- 
lene gas can be obtained by roasting 
rosin or grease, but M. Pellegrini’s pat- 
ent covQrs other hydrocarbons, such as 
petroleum products. The explanation is 
that the three gases are condensed in 
the pores of the pumice stone and there 
unite. — American Architect. 

l To brine butter take a pound of gran- 
ulated sugar, a tablespoonful of salt- 
peter and 3 gallons of brine strong 
enongh to bear an egg. Boil the brine 
and strain when cool. The butter should 
be wrapped in cloth before placing in 
the brin ft

A curious and interesting bit of cor- 
respondence between Alexandre Dumas, 
father, aud Alexandre Dumas, sou, lias 
been published in Paris by Georges 
Boyer, showing the two eminent French- 
men had planned to write a theatrical 
piece together. Unfortunately the plan 
was not carried out, and the literary 
world was deprived maybe of a brilliant 
produciton. The letters read as follows: 

Paris, Oct. 7. 1865. 

Alexandre Dumas, father, to Alexandre Du- 
mas, son: 

Dear Master— After 30 years of struggle, 
defeats und victories, of failures and suc- 
cesses, I believe that, if not a great celebrity, 
I have at leost the reputation of being a 
fruitful novelist. Only yesterday I. received 
from Victor Hugo, in Guernsey, a letter full 
of encouragement and congratulations. 1 have 
the honor to belong to the Society of Authors 
and the Sooiety of Dramatists. My uiodcst 
claims to tho first are: (Here follows a list of 
his most successful works.) Now, I beg, dear 
master, the honor of writing with you a drama 
in five actp, the ideas for which 1 shall dis- 
cuss with you at our first meeting. The ideas 
are, I believe, in accordance with the tastes of 
tho day. Will you agree? 

Alexandre Dumas, Father. 

The reply of the son was: 

Alexandre Dumas, son, to Alexander Dumas, 
father: 

Dear Master— Your letter came to the cor- 
rect address. Tho friendship, the love, tho re- 
spect, tho admiration which 1 huve for my 
father make it my duty and pleasure to ac- 
cept blindly your amiable offer. Be It so, 
therefore, we shall work together oil fomo 
piece in five acts. To work with you, let me 
say, between us, will be no bad pieco of busi- 
ness for me. Alexandre Dumas, Son.

CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLE. 

Getting the Obelisk Aboard Ship n Pretty 
Piece of Engineering. 

“Ono of tho pleasantest recollections 
I have to look back on, ” said Adam 
Johnson, “is tho fact that I waa ono of 
the party that helped to run np tho 
American colors over Cleopatra’s needle 
when it was being taken down to bo 
carried to New York. Our vessel was 
out in the Mediterranean with a roving 
commission, and wowero at Alexandria 
at tho timo the obelisk was being mov- 
ed. Tho big stono had beon presented by 
the Egyptian government to this coun- 
try, but tho people were wild about hav- 
ing it moved. Wo had to place a guard 
around tho inou who woro working on 
tho shnft, nnd even then there was al- 
most a riot. 

“But that was one of the prettiest 
pieces of engineering work I have ever 
seen. Tho engineers who were moving 
our shaft had a couple of big wooden 
cases built tiint fitted around the needlo 
like tho pieces of wood around the load 
in a pencil. Tliero were a couple of pro- 
jectiles on ench side of the casings just 
ou the center of gravity in the shaft, 
like tho trunnions on a cannon. Under 
these thoy put lifting jacks aud just 
picked that immouse stone off its 
pedestal, swung it around horizontal 
and then lowerod it ns gently as could 
be on a long sliding way, with oannou 
balls under it for rollers. They had a 
square hole out in the stern of the 
steamship and slid it into the hull 
throngh that aud replaced tho sheathing 
outsido. 

“Under tho shaft in the inside of the 
pedestal tliero were a lot of bronze toads 
aud ornaments nnd tiie Lord knows what 
not that the Masons claimed were plncud 
thoro by some of their progenitors eons 
ago. I don’t know anything about that, 
thougb, and you can leave it or take it, 
as yon choose. 

“The British were not half so slick 
with tho obelisk they carried over to 
England. They cased it up in a big 
sheet iron arrangement like a boiler, riv- 
eted it in aud floated tho whole thing 
off through a trench dug iu the sand 
down to the water. Then they rigged 
jury sails oil it aud towed it over to 
England, but they lost three or four 
men off it before they got it in port anil 
bad all sorts of a time generally. 

“A couple of years afterward I saw 
the British obelisk set up on the east 
bank of tbe Thames, and when I came 
home the first thiug I went to sec was 
ours in Ceutral park.” — Washington 
Post 


TRAGEDIES ON TOMBSTONES. 

English Churchyards and Their Deeply 
Graveu AcciiH»tlona of Murder. 

In tho churchyards of Britain several 
tombstones exist with tho accnsntions 
of murder deeply engraved upon them. 
A stono over the grave of three children 
ill Merriugton (Durham) churchyard 
bears the following inscription: 

Sleeping we were slain. 

And here we sleep till we must rise again. 

In Sandridgo churchyard, Surrey, on 
the tombstone of a custom house officer 
who was shot in an encounter with 
smugglers is the following: 

Thou shalt do no murder, nor shalt thou steal 
Are the commands Jehovah did reveal. 

But thou, O wretch, without fear or dreud 
Of thy tremendous Maker, shot me dead. 

On a stone in Cadoxton churchyard, 
Glamorganshire, is inscribed the most 
fearful acousation of murder to be found 
on any tomb in Great Britain: 

“to record' murder. 

“This stone was erected over the body 
of Margaret Williams, aged 26, living 
in service in this parish, who was fonrnl 
dead with marks of violence upon her 
in a ditch on a marsh below this church- 
yard on the morning of Sunday, the 
14th July, 1822. 

“Although the savage murderer es- 
caped for a season the detection of man, 
yet God hath set his mark upon him 
either for time or eternity, aud tho 
cry of blood will assuredly pursue him 
to certain aud terrible but righteous 
judgmeut. ” 

A tombstone stood in Dulverton 
churchyard a few years ago on which 
was inscribed: 

Poisoned by the doctor, neglected by the nurse. 
The brother robbed the widow, which made 
the matter worse. 

An accusation of murder appears on 
the tomb of Edwin, the Irish comedian, 
who was buried in St Werburgh’s 
churchyard, Dublin, and also on tombs 
to be found in Acton churchyard, Glou- 
cestershire; Hoo, near Rochester; Little 
Stukeloy, and Mytton, near Glitheroo, 
Lancashire. — London Tit-Bits.

Laying the Corner Stone. 

The exercises in connection with the 
laying of the corner stone of the new 
library building, now in process of erec- 
tion for the Newton Baptist Theological 
Institution, took place at Newton Centre T 
at 5 o’clock Tuesday, in the presence of 
several hundred people. The time of 
preparation was very short, as arrange- 
ments for such exercises were only de- 
cided upon by the committee a week 
ago. 

Tbp exercises opened with an address, 
by Prof. Alvah Hovey. president of the 
institution. He referred to the erection 
of Colby Hall, whei the library is now 
located, and the laying of the corner 
stone 30 years ago. and of those who 
officiated at that time, all bat one of 
whom have since passed away. He 
spoke of the conception of libraries 
among the Greeks and the services 
rendered by monastic libraries down 
through the middle ages to present 
literature. 

He referred to the accommodations 
needed in a good library building of the- 
piesent time and particularly in the case 
of the Institution, such as shelving, stock 
room, reading, reference and newspaper 
rooms, where the periodicals of the day 
could be read. The new building would 
furnish all of these and provide two or 
three small rooms for groups of students 
to use iD making investigations. Offices 
would also be provided for the librarian 
and staff which are today indispensable 
in a good library. He emphasized its 
character as a theological library. The 
Bible was the nuc'Ays to which was- 
added all that would throw light upon 
the history, interpretation or customs of 
the Bible and its times and pertaining to 
the truth of the Christian religion, as 
compared with others — in fact, every 
help for a complete knowledge of the 
Christian religion. 

The corner stone was then laid by 
Prof. Hovey, and prayer was offered by 
Prof. J. M. English. Rev. Dr.R.J. Adam's 
of Boston and Prof. C. H. Brown made 
brief addresses. 

The library building will he a hand- 
some structure, about 100x75 ft. iu size, 
with granite foundations and trimmings 
and light colored imported brick super- 
structure. The building is expected to 
be ready for dedication May 1, 1S95. The 
cost will be $40,000. The buildiug com- 
mittee who have the matter in charge 
are W. A. Moore of Boston, president of 
the board, Stephen Greece of Newton 
Centre, aud Rev. G. E. Merrill of New- 
ton. When the new building is finished 
the interior of Colby Hall will be re- 
modelled, an ell added and the chapel 
recitation and lecture rooms all con- 
centrated in this building.

BILLERICA MURDER CASK. 


VALUABLE CLEWS OBTAINED OF THE 
KEAItNEYS OF WEST NEWTON. 


• Chief McIntosh of the Woburn police 
department, accompanied by State Officer 
-Joseph Bean, visited this city Tuesday 
in search of more evidence concerning 
the movements of Sullivan. Foley and 
Nagle, the trio held on suspicion of being 
concerned in the murder of Duroy S. 
Foster at Billerica. 

The throe men declared that they were 
iu West Newton the night of the murder 
and it is said that they stated that they 
lodged iu the house of Mrs. Bridget 
Kearney, 22.0 Rivcrstreet. Mrs.Kearuey 
informed Patrolman Purcill that the men 
wero not in her house on the night of the 
murder nml that information was several 
days ago given to Chief M. In tosh and, 
also, the fact that Snilivan had some six 
weeks ago removed from West Newton 
and taken up his residence in Somer- 
ville. 

A rifle range iu Woburn, it appears, 
was recently entered ami some line rifles 
stolen. Chief McIntosh had some reason 
for suspecting Sullivan and his pals, and 
resolved to search the apartmeuts they 
formerly occupied in the Kearuey house. 
There was one gun stolen valued at $125, 
•the property of the Massachusetts Rifle 
Association. The Wobnrn chief had no 
seirch warrant, but Mrs. Kearney gave 
her keys to Officer' Purcill and told him 
;t washer desire to give all the assistance 
possible. They went all over the house 
and got a valuable clew from Mrs. 
Kearuoy’s sou, Joseph, who has been 
duly summoned as a witness. Officer 
Purcill iuduced the Kearney sh to give 
some information that may have a very 
important bearing ou the Billerica case.

The Boston papers have printed long 
articles with cuts, telliug about the 
clever work of the Woburu police in con- 
nection with the Billerica murder. 
Chief Mclutosh came out here last week 
with the idea in mind of placing P. Sul- 
livan, a suspect, under arrest. Sullivan 
once lived in West Newton, but departed 
from there several weeks ago for Somer- 
ville where his home now is. The 
Woburn chief was credited with a great 
deal of shrewduess iu tracing up Sulli- 
van’s movements in this city. The fact 
is that ha came out here, supposing Sul- 
livan lived here and was greatly sur- 
prised when Officer Purcill gave him the 
particulars of his recent movements and 
removal to another place. Nobody 
would wish to detract from the credit 
which attaches to the Woburn depart- 
ment for prompt aud well considered 
action, but would it not have been fair 
to have given the Newton police a word 
of praise? They furnished some valuable 
information, and all they got was a cut. 
That is, any reference to them was cut 
out of the very glowing newspaper ac- 
counts, No one holds Chief McIntosh 
responsible. He probably forgot to 
mention the assistance rendered him by 
the Newton officers. The much abused 
newspaper men did the rest. What

SEEDY YOUNG MAN ATTEMPTS TO VICTIM- 
IZE NEWTON CLERGYMEN. 


A young man of rather seedy appear- 
ance. but with a smooth tongue and re- 
fined manners, despite his well worn and 
somewhat ragged costume, visited sev- 
eral of the resident ministers Sunday for 
the purpose of enlisting their sympathy 
in a charitable way. He gave different 
accounts of his past life and the circum- 
stances leading up to his present straits, 
saying, however, in every case that he bad 
scoured a position as telegraph operator 
for the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany in the Newton depot. He was 
without funds, be said, and needed a 
little assistance to enable him to get on 
his feet until he received his wages from 
the compauy. 

The fellow turned out to be an im- 
poster. He made his first call upon Rev. 
Dr. G. W. Shinn, pastor of Grace ohurch. 
He told him that bis name was Wilson 
and claimed that his father was a very 
wealthy man, principal owner of the 
Cleveland Electric Street Railway Com- 
pany. He bad led, he said, a somewhat 
wild life, but had seen the folly of his 
ways and had resolved to turn over a 
new leaf. "When I left home," he ex- 
olained, "I had what is termed a swelled 
head, but rough « xperience has gradual- 
ly reduced it to about the normal size. 

I want to make a man of myself and 
have accepted this place in Newton as a 
stepping stone to something better. I 
don’t want to go back home a beggar.” 

He gave some details of his more pros- 
perous days, stating that he had enjoyed 
the advantages of a good musioal educa- 
tion. He was at one time, he said, leader 
of a large choir and bad been on the 
boards in comic opera. Rev. Dr. Shinn 
was inclined to aid him, if he was 
worthy of assistance and gave him an 
order for a night’s lodging, supper and 
breakfast at the Ceutral house. He had 
reasou later, however, to suspect that he 
was a fraud and notified Mr. Lamson, 
proprietor of the hotel, not to harbor 
him. 

To Rev. Mr. Merrill, paBtor of the Im- 
manuel Baptist church, the young man 
introduced himself as Charles Morrill, 
stating that he was the son of a Baptist 
clergyman. He said that he was hard 
up, but that it was his own fault and he 
was going to do better. He represented 
that he was an electrical engineer by 
profession. During his recent wander- 
ings he had played, he said, baseball in a 
professional team. He gave broad hints 
that some sqrt of financial assistance 
would not be ungraciously received. He 
bad stated, however, that his letters of 
recommendation were coming by mail 
and it occurred to Rev. Mr. Merrill that 
it was strange that the Western Union 
had given him a place in an important 
office with having any very satisfactory 
guarantee as to his character. He did 
not give him any money. 

The fellow finally went to the Newton 
station and informed the agent that ho 
was going to supervise a piece of work 
for the Boston & Albany Railway Com- 
pany, that of equipping the main line 
trom Boston to South Framingham with 
the block electric signal system. He 
said that a tower would be put up near 
the Newtou depot, and the lumber for 
the construction was on the way. It 
was soon ascertained that it was a fairy 
tale, and the police were put ou his 
track, but he disappeared, seemingly, 
in a twinkling and has probably deoided 
to try his luck iu some other place. 

The imposter was a young man, dark 
complexioned, rather stocky, with dark, 
shabby clothes and black derby hat. He 
had a brown mustache. The right shoe 
was pointed and the toe turned up con- 
siderably.

Rev, Samuel F. Smith, D. D., the 
author of “My Country, ’TIb of Thee,” 
was married 00 years ago last Sunday.

Rev. Dr. Smith wns born in Boston 
Oct. 21, 1808. He attended the Boston 
Latin sohool from 1820 to 1825, was 
graduated at Harvard in 1820, and at 
Andover Theological Seminary in 1832. 
He was ordained to the ministry of the 
Baptist church, Waterville, Me., in 1834- 
42, and Newton, Mass., in 1842 54, and 
was professor of modern languages in 
Waterville College (now Colby Unir 
versity) while residing in that city. He 
wub editor of the Christian Review in 
Boston in 1842 48, and editor of the 
various publications of i.he Baptist Mis- 
sionary Union in 1851-00. In 1875 0 and 
1880-2 he visited the chief missionary 
stations in Europe and Asia. He re- 
ceived the degree of D. D. from Water- 
ville College in 1854. 

Dr. Smith has done a large amount of 
literary work, mainly in the line of 
hymnology, his most noted composition 
being “My Countrv, ’Tis of Thee, Sweet 
Land of Liberty,” which was written 
while he was a theological student, and 
first sung at a children's celebration in 
the Park Street church, Boston, July 4, 
1832. The missionary hymn, “The 
Morniog Light Is Breaking,” was 
written at the same time and place. He 
translated from the German most of the 
pieces in the “Juvenile Lyre” (Boston, 
1832), and from the “Conversations- 
Lexicon” nearly enough articles to fill a 
volume of the Encyclopedia Americana 
(1828 32). HiB collections of original 
hymns, poetry and poetical translations 
have beeu published under the title of 
“Lyric Gems” (Boston, 1843); “The 
Psalmist,” a noted Baptist hymn book 
(1843), ami “Rock of Ages” (1806 77. 
Other writings by him are “Life of Rev. 
Joseph Grafton” (1847). “Missionary 
Skotohes” (1870 1883), “Historjf of New- 
ton, Mass.” (1880), “Rambles in Mis- 
sion Felds” (1884), and contributions to 
numerous periodicals. His classmate, 
Oliver Weudell Holmes, in his reunion 
poem, entitled “The Boys,” thuB refers 
to him: 

And there's a nice youngster of excellent pith; 
Fate tried to conceal him by naming bun Smith! 
Hut he fchouled a song for the bruve and the 
free- 

just read on his medal, "My Country, of Thee! 11 

The age of Rev. Mr. Smith and his 
wife does not permit of their participa- 
tion in publio or social atfairs, but they 
take as much iuterest as ever in what 
goes on in the world about them. Mr. 
Smith is in reoeipt of many letters from 
all classes of people askiug for his au 
tograpb, or for information. He it 
pleased to know that the table at the 
Andover Tbeologioal Seminary, at which 
he wrote “America” is still pointed out 
to visitors as worthy of first uotice. 

His health has been excellent this 
summer. His voice is strong, and has a 
cheery ring. Mrs. Smith has not beeu 
feeling so well this summer as iu years 
past, but bus no serious ailmeut. 

The muse iuspires the author of 
“America” as happily as in the earlier 

J eais of his life. Iu honor of yesterday 
e composed a poem of four stauzas 
wbioh he read to his wife, who treasures 
the liueB as a sacred memento.

REPRESENTATIVES. 


It is a matter for regret that Represen- 
tative Estabrooks has postively refused to 
be a candidate for another year. He has 
served the city with gteat ability and 
has displayed remarkable independence 
throughout his two terms of office. It 
is within the bounds of truth to say that 
Newton has never had a representative 
■w ho stood up so firmly for the interests 
of the people against the corporations 
who are seeking to control the state, and 
it was due to his efforts that mauy of 
the corporation schemes to get special 
privileges without paying therefor came 
to grief. Such men as he are needed in 
our State Legislature, and the people 
should take care that his successor is a 
man of the same high character aB Mr. 
Estabrook 8 . There is a remarkable lack 
of interest in the question this year, and 
it is in such times of political iudiffer- 
«noe that the corporations find it easy to 
secure the nomination and election of 
their candidates. If the other towns and 
cities in the state had been as careful in 
selecting their representatives as Newton 
has been, the standing of the General 
Court would be higher than it is today, 
and the state would have been spared the 
air of suspicion, to call it nothing worse, 
which has attended many of the acts of 
receut legislatures. 

Hr. Robert H. Gardiner’s declina- 
tion to serve on the Republican Ward 
and City Committee from Ward Six 
caused great regret aud his ward caucus 
declined to accept his resignation, aud 
strenuous efforts are being made to iu 
duce him to serve another year. Xs he 
has also been chairman of the Ward and 
City Committee, his retirement would 
leave a vacancy that would be hard to 
rfill. Mr. Gardiner has served very un- 
selfishly for several years, and as he is a 
very enthusiastic party man, he has been 
unsparing in his efforts and has given his 
time and thought without stiut to see 
•that nothing was left undone which 
could benefit his party. He has sought 
uo office for himself, his labors have been 
rpu'ely unselfish, and it would be vory 
difficult to find a man who would take 
the same interest aud work with the 
same heartiness, aud Republicans all 
aver the city will unite in the wish to 
have him reconsider his declination. 
There are few Republicans who believe 
so .thoroughly that all right and justice 
■ are on the side of their party as Mr. 
Gardium, auU for that leasou he is a 
valuable man to have ou a political com- 
mittee. as he insp res his associates with 
something of his own enthusiasm aud 
certainty. It is not believed that he can 
fiesir* tb<* appeals which are being made 
by prominent Republicans all over th 
city, to have him continue to lead the 
/rause anoth»r year. 


Many people watched the recent 
meeting of the school board with great 
'interest to see what action would be 
taken with regard to the showing that 
lias been made of the great cost of New- 
ton schools as compared with the 
schools of other cities. Evidently the 
revelation was not news to the Bchool 
board, as no attention whatever was 
paid to it, and the board showed its ap- 
preciation of the situation by voting 
extra appropriations iu mauy directions, 
and the superintendent made a plea for 
larger appropriations from the oity. 
O.ily one member had the courage aud 
the curiosity to ask to have the reasous 
explained for some of the extra appro- 
priations. Mauy people were amazed at 
such action, which seemed like a defiauce 
of the people who have to pay for school 
expenses, aud from certain indications 
the issue may possibly come up iu the 
next city election. People would really 
like to know why schools iu Newton cost 
so much more in proportiou to those of 
other cities, but it looks as though they 
would have to figure it out for them- 
selves. for all the assistance they will get 
from the school authorities. How 
would it do for the City Council to ap- 
point a committee of investigation, aud 
give them authority to summou wit- 
nesses aud examine papers? 


the city there appears to he the same 
modesty, the only candidate yet advo- 
cated being Alderman E. M. Rumery, 
but it is said ho oan not secure the Re- 
publican nomination as the delegates 
from his ward do not favor him. Mr. 
Howard of West Newton is talked of by 
some in order to recompense him for his 
defeat for a second term some two years 
ago, whioh is said to have been due to 
railroad influences. 

Mu. Barrett has given a crushing de- 
feat to Senator Lodge, and has even 
oarried every ward in Lynn, the home of 
Mr. Hayes, Mr. Lodge's candidate. This 
is very unfortunate for the junior Sena- 
tor, as he made the contest a personal 
matter, but it demonstrates that the peo- 
ple of this state do not take kindly to a 
political dictator. Possibly if Senator 
Lodge had kept out of the fight the re- 
sult might have been different, as a good 
many people voted for Mr. Barrett out of 
sympathy and not because they pre- 
ferred him to Mr. Hayes. The Senator 
can console himself, however, with the 
fact that his candidate, Mr. Simpkins, 
defeated Mr. Randall in the Cape dis- 
trict, after a contest which was unpre- 
cedented in the history of the Cape Cod- 
ders. 

Thf. state campaign is not exciting any 
very lively interest in Newton, as no 
Newton man is a candidate for an im- 
portant office, and Newton politicians 
can rest and watch the fun. Watertown 
has been the soene of great excitement 
oyer a candidate for Senator, the A* 
P. A. has taken a very vivid interest in 
the contest, and the friends of the several 
candidates have been very active. Mr, 
Oliver Shaw heads the list, from what 
uow appears, and Newton would be glad 
to support him for the office, for which 
he is well qualified. Here iu Newton in- 
dications that it is au "off year" in 
politics abound, and also the fact that 
the Ropublicau candidates are expected 
to wiu without much effort on their part. 

It would be quite a chauge for this 
councillor district to exchauge such a 
man as Hou. Joseph R, Leesou for a 
mere politician, or even for the ordinary 
kind of a councillor. The aspirants 
this year are said to be Francis H. Ray- 
mond of Somerville, ex-Mayor Hall of 
Cambridge and C. A. Campbell of Chelsea, 
and in case Mr. Leesou persists in his 
refusal, a warm fight iB expected. The 
councillor district comprises five sena- 
torial districts, whioh include the cities 
of Newton, Somerville, Walthanc, Chelsea 
aud Medford, aud a part of Boston aud 
Cambridge, to say nothing about the 
small towns. 

The Registrars of voters jbegiu their 
duties ou Monday next aud will close the 
registration Oot. 17th, twenty days be- 
fore election, according to the law passed 
by the legislature of 1894. This chauge 
will hurry up the work of making new 
voters aud should be uoted by those who 
wish to get their names ou the list. 


More Bequests for the Hospital. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Upoa making further inquiry I find 
that, my statement last week respecting 
the Endowment Fuud was not eutirely 
correct although fairly so. The umouut 
actually iu baud does not yet reach 
$ 20 , 000 , but the amount in sight is about 
$20,000 more. There are some legacy 
funds, which have Dot yet become avail- 
able, and others which will reach the 
institution only after certain life inter- 
ests have terminated. 

To these may be added some vague, 
but quite pleasant iutimatioDS given 
from time to time that this person aud 
that have a clause iu their wills for this 
deserving institutiou, Several of such 
intended bequests have come to the 
notice of the writer, but of course it 
would not be proper to meutiou uames. 

Other trustee** say they have heard of 
others who will surely remember the 
lospital in this way, so that the good 
usage advocated iu last week’s letter 
seems to be takiug hold of Newtou 
people, aud it may in time really become 
a matter of course that the Newton 
Hospital be mentioned iu the list of 
beueficiaricB whenever a will is drawn 
here. Bui while calliug upon persous of 
means to help sustaiu the Hospital by 
generous gifts io their life time and by 
legacies, we must not forget that the 
privilege ot giviug is uoi denied to per- 
sons of smaller leoources. 

The great maj #riiy of our number do 
not have very much above tbe daily 
uecds, but we must take some part in 
this good win k. We are uot willing that 
the rich shall have a monopoly of this 
pleasure, aud so our opportunity comes 
especiailv ou Hospital Sunday. That is 
the people’s day, when the widow’s mite, 
the laborer's dollar, aud the business 
man’s check go tolling together to help 
make up the luousauds which are 
collected in the churches of the city on 
thar occasion. 

The sjuuday beloie Thanksgiving is 
two months off, but so great are the 
needs of the Hospital that the treasury 
will be sc taped dry long before the 
Hospital collections cau be m«du. 

What will the treasurer do when bills 
crowd in upon him at tne rate of over 
$50 per day. 

Usiug tbe utmost economy the execu- 
tive committee find it impossible to keep 
below au average of $1500 per mouth. If 
it weie uot for the pay of paying putieuts 
aud the earnings of the nurse* employed 
outside we would fall steadily behind. 

Let us hope that Nov. 25th will liud 
all the congregations iu line this year so 
that the treasury may be filled.

Widening Washington Mreet. 

Auburndale, Sept. 10, 1894. 

To tbe Editor of tbe Graphic:— 

Your “Hasty Aotion” article was 
timely. Washington street, considering 
its important position, geographically 
the main street of our city, running its 
whole length, has never been treated 
with the samti consideration as other 
streets. Its condition has always teen 
an eyesore to me Bince I ca me to reside 
here over forty years ago. Yeais ago I 
urged our selectmen, before Valentine 
street was built, to attend first to Wash- 
ington street, but in vain. I spoke also 
with differentsuperintendents to make it 
an inviting street. It is scraped after 
rains and then new dirt or mud is pnt on 
again instead of crushed stone. 

If we had spent on it and what be- 
longed to such a thoroughfare, in pro- 
portion to what was laid out for Valen- 
tine, High, Elm, Waltham and Wood- 
bine streets, which were of no absolute 
necessity, we would now have the finest 
main street in the city, perhaps in tbe 
state, but we never had an alderman who 
resided on any section of ir, who would 
have represented it in the city’s council 
and urged its rights as those above. 

Now that it is really meant that this 
stepchild of the city should be thought 
of let it be well cared for and become a 
wide thoroughfare to be proud of; it 
ought to be at least from 100 to 125 feet 
wide; it needs this width much more 
than the new wide street ridiculously 
called boulevard, as it will always have a 
much more numerous frequency than the 
latter. But it is not enough to have a 
wide street, but it ought to be made a 
real good one, the best, which would re- 
quire, to build as it ought to be done, a 
large outlay or cost, but at tbe end would 
be cheaper than tbe way we have been 
building them till now. 

When I went to my native place five 
years ago, I found the street or road, 
which was built over sixty years ago, (on 
which I had, as a boy of about 10 or 11 
years to cut some stones as a punishment 
for taking some of the curbstones from 
the heaps on the side of the roed and 
throwing them, boylike, into the middle 
of the road, aDd I bad also to pick them 
up again and put them back ou tbe heap, 
tbe guard would not let me go until I 
had done it,) just as perfect and smooth 
as then. 

The width of wheeltires should also be 
looked after, they are of great import- 
ance in the taking care of streets. 

I hope our city government will have 
the moral courage, now that they had 
hearings, to take the responsibil- 
ity to go on with tbe work, without de- 
lay, to tbe best of their honest convic- 
tion in the interest of the city at large, 
and shut their ears against the '* 
hurries” and other turtU s. 

I hope they will also act promptly 
about the grade crossings, these hearings 
cannot go on forever, Rome time or other 
they must decide for themselves, aud as 
you say, tbe sooner the better, financially 
as well as otherwise.

Mr. Hall Caine’s last novel seems to be 
repeating its English success in America. 
D. Appleton A Co., the publishers, have 
been obliged to make special efforts to 
keep up with the demand, the first large 
edition having beeu exhausted within 
week after publication. It is a very 
strong novel, well written and of absorb- 
ing interest, tbe author’s only fault be- 
ing that he is too fond of details, and 
takes up nearly 500 pages in giving the 
history of the daily life of his three 
pricoipal characters for a period cover- 
ing only a few mouths. Nothing is left to 
the imagination in the latter part of tbe 
book, but the story is so fascinating that 
most readers will follow it to the end. 
Manx customs, traditions aud mauuers 
are described iu the very realistic way 
characteristic of Mr. Caine’s former 
books, and in Peter Quilliam he has 
drawn oue of tbe most uns> lfish charac- 
ters in fiction. When he fiuds that bis 
friend has beeu uufaithful, aud his wife 
has left him, he uot only does not seek 
reveuge as smaller men might have done, 
but he sacrifices himself completely iu 
order to secure their happiness. Iu 
Phillip Christiau the autbor presents a 
powerful picture of a man distracted be- 
tween love, houor aud ambition, tbe 
struggles between hiB bigber and lower 
uatures,and bis fiual triumph. The Manx- 
man is certaiuly a great novel and eon- 
firms Mr. Hall Caine’s claim to being one 
of the first novelists of the day.

TRAGEDIES ON TOMBSTONES. 

English Churchyard* u4 Their l>cep1y 
Graven Aminat l«n« of Mu rile r. 

In the churchyards of Britain several 
tombstones exist with the accusations 
of murder deeply engraved upon them. 
A stone over the grave of throe children 
in Merrington ( Durham) chnrchyard 
bears the following inscription: 

Sleeping we were slain. 

Anil here wo Bleep till wo must rise again. 

In Sandridge churchyard, Surrey, on 
the tombstone of a custom house officer 
who was shot, iu an encounter with 
smugglers is the following: 

Thou shall do no murder, nor shalt thou steal 
Aro tlio command* Jehovah did reveal. 

But thou, O wretch, without fear or dread 
Of thy tremendous Maker, shut me dead. 

On a stone in Cadoxton churchyard, 
Glamorganshire, is inscribed the most 
fearful accusation of murder to be found 
on any tomb in Great Britain: 

‘ ‘TO ItKCORD MURDER. 

"This stone was erected over the body 
of Margaret Williams, aged 20, living 
n service in this parish, who was found 
c vd with marks of violence upon her 
in .. ditch on n marsh below this church- 
yard on the morning of Sunday, the 
14th July, 1822. 

"Although the savage murderer es- 
caped for a season the detection of man, 
yet God hath set his mark upon him 
either for time or eternity, and the 
cry of blood will assuredly pursue him 
to certain aud terrible bnt righteous 
judgment. ” 

A tombstone stood in Dulvertou 
churchyard a few years ago on which 
was inscribed: 

Poisoned by tho doctor, neglected by tho nurso, 
Tbe brother robbed tlie widow, which ninths 
tlio matter worse. 

An accusation of murder appears on 
the tomb of Edwin, the Irish comedian, 
who was buried in St Werburgh’s 
ohurchyard, Dublin, and also on tombs 
to be found in Acton churchyard, Glou- 
cestershire; Hoo, near Rochester; Littlo 
Stukoley, amt Mytton, near Clitheroe.

The annual report of Superintendent 
Aldrich was presented and accepted.

The introduction of nature study in 
tbe lower grades, he said, was a formid- 
able undertaking. A great deal, he 
added, has been done by tbe teachers in 
laboratory work in order to prepare them 
to impart instruction to pupils. Alto- 
gether, there is reason for satisfaction in 
tbe results of a year’s labor in this 
special study. The intrinsic value and 
necessity of tbe instruction should impel 
us to carry on tbe department until the 
desired measure of success is attained. 

Of kindergartens, be said, eight have 
already been established. Tbe total 
Dumber of pupils is 254 and the average 
attendance 106. The average cost per 
pupil enrolled is $21.40. ft is to be 
hoped that the efforts to establish 
kindergartens will continue until finally 
every pupil in our schools can begin 
work there.

SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


ANNUAL REPORT PRESENTED BY SUPER- 
INTENDENT ALDHICIl— FINANCE COM 
MITTEK’S ESTIMATE OF EXPENSES FOR 
1895— RESIGNATION OF COLIN S. OBBR- 
ROUTINE BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 


Chairman Hollis presided at the meet- 
ing of the school board Wednesday even- 
ing. It was au important session, inas- 
much as the anuual report of the super- 
intendent of schools was submitted, re 
viewing the work and outliuiug numer- 
ous plans iu the way of improvement. 
The sun-committee ou finance aud ac- 
counts submitted, too, its estimate of 
the sum required for school expenses or 
1895 aDd various matters of vital iuterest 
to pareuts of pupils were considered aud 
acted upou. Details of the proceedings 
follow: 

The resiguatiou of Louise IV. CleUaud 
assistant in the Eliot school, was read 
aud accepted and Etta W. Shuttuck ap- 
pointed to fill the vaoaucy, her salary 
to be at tbe rate of $020 per auuum. 

The resignation of Eileu S. Baker, 
bead assistaut iu the Masou school, was 
received aud accepted. Miss Mildred L. 
Hunter was appoiuted to the vacaucy, 
her oompeusatiou to be at tbe rate of 
$720 per auuum. 

Miss Fauniebelle Curtis resigued as 
head kindergarten teacher aud the 
vacaucy was filled by tbe appoiutmeut 
of Miss Clara Miugiu aud the latter’s 
salary fixed at $1000 per auuum. Miss 
Miugiu, Superintendent Aldrich stated, 
was a teacher of experience whose ser 
vices could not t e procured for auy less 
amount. Tbe success of tbe kinder- 
gar teu department, he thought, depended 
ou tbe securiug of a competeut chief iu 
structor. 

Mi. Ward made some inquiries relative 
to Miss Miugin's experience aud the 
method adopted to furnish instruction 
to subordinate teachers. Iu reply 
Superintendent Aldrich explaiued that 
the former iuoumbout of the positiou, 
Miss Curtis, had the servioes of au as 
sislaut, euabliug her to look after the 
other schools where kindergarten classes 
had beeu established. It had been tbe 
custom of Miss Cuilis to give instruo 
turns to tbe teachers at meetiugs held 
weekly. Miss Miugiu. he said, would 
follow the same geueral plan. 

Mr. 11. M. Chase was appoiuted 
principal of the Nouautuur evening 
school with a compensation of $3 per 
night; Charlotte M. Bray, head assistant, 
at $2 per uight; Sarah Doouey, Mabel 
Langley, M. Kthelyu Siearus aud Fauuie 
Stowell, assistants, at $1.50 per uigbt. 

Mr. E. F. Steveus was appoiuted 
priucipal drawing teacher of the Cluiliu 


wiD and Miss Davis of tbe High school 
staff. Tbe Latin classes were organized 
when school opened last year. The total 
number of papils then iu the three upper 
grammar grades was 778. Of these, 296 
took up the study of Latin. The per 
cent of the total number of students was 
in grade 7, 73; grade 8, 68; grade 9, 70. 

It is, perhaps, too soon to speak of the 
results of the first year, but it may be 
stated that the progress, so far, is very 
eccouragiog. 

Aigeora was taught to all the Dupils of 
tbe grammar schools in grade 9 beginning 
in December last. It seems wise to enter 
upon that study now that Latin has been 
aben up. 

Re tive lo departmental instruction, 
tbe superintendent said that it was a 
question whether that or class instruc- 
tion was the best. It can only be deter- 
mined by experimentation and to that 
end the roasters of the grammar grades 
have been requested to test it for three 
months as far as practical in their 
schools and to report later what the 
result has been. 

Much has been said about tbe cost of 
the schools of this city. It is claimed by 
some that they are very expensive com- 
sared with other places. It should be 
jorne iu miud that some cities and towns 
can afford to spend more than others for 
education. According to percentage of 
taxable property, 276 cities and tow us in 
the state are called upon for a larger 
contribution thau is Newton for school 
expenses. It will be seen, therefore, 
that this city is not living beyond its 
means in providing education. It costs 
more for schools here because of the 
large percentage of attendance to popu- 
lation, necessitating the employment of 
more masters aud teachers aud a greater 
jroportiou of male instructors. Newton 
leads tbe list of cities in the uumber of 
male teachers iu tbe high school service. 
Are our schools worth what they cost? 
Can tbe cost of instruction be diminished 
without imparing their efficiency? You 
could reduce the number of teachers, 
but we need really more now in the 
lower grades. Oue of the greatest evils 
menacing the efficiency of scboo.s is in- 
line of attempting to carry on instruc- 
tion with a staff of teachers unduly 
small. It is necessary, too, that we 
provide good teachers. If we pay 
smaller salaries, we cannot expect to re- 
tain tiie services of competent instruc- 
tors. There is no excuse for wasteful- 
ness in carrying on tbe schools, but it 
must be remembered that cheap schools 
are correspoo liuglv inferior. 

Iu conclusion. Superintendent Aldrich 
said that tbe work in the various grades 
during the past year, all tniugs con- 
sidered, bud progressed very satisfac- 
torily. 

Routine business followed the superin- 
tendents report. An order was adopted 
author.ziug the use as text books in the 
High school of Blouet’s French composi- 
tion and Warmau’s French grammar. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$11,161 for depaxtmeutal expenses for 
September. 

An order was adopted requesting the 
city council to appropriate au additional 
sum of $750 for incidental expenses of 
the school department. 

Mr. Brackett for tbe committee on 
fiuauce and accouuts presented tbe 
estimate of sobool expenditures for 1895 
aud offered au order which was passed 
uuauimously requesting tbe city council 
to appropriate $148,651 for that purpose. 

Mr. C. 8. Obtr gave notice of bis intent 
to move au ameudmeut at tbe uext meet- 
lug of that part of sectiou 4, Chap. 4, 
rules aud regulations, relative to salaries 
of teachers aud substitutes. He theu 
road bis resiguatiou as a member of the 
board, to take effect at tbe close of the 
preseut year. 

After some report of the progress of 
the work ou the uew school buildiug at 
Newtou Highlands, tbe board at 9.15 
o’clock adjourned.

Both branches of the city council met 
in their respective chambers in the City 
Hall, Monday evening. In the board of 
mayor and aldermen, President Bothfeld 
occupied the chair in the absence of 
Mayor Fenno. 

On motion of Aldetman Plnmmor, it 
was voted to suspend tho reading of the 
records. 

President Bothfeld nominated Daniel 
Quinn for call man, whoso appointment 
was recommended by the chief of the 
fire department, and he was confirmed 
by vote of the board. 

The claim of Peter Swinson for dam- 
ages on account of injuries sustained in 
falling on an obstructed sidewalk in 
Auburndale was referred to the commit- 
tee on claims; also petitions of the Bos- 
ton A Albany Railroad Company for 
damages on account of taking land for 
sewer purposes in Newton, Newton 
Centre, West Newton and Auburndale. 

A communication from the Newton 
Street Railway Company notifying the 
board of the discharge from its employ 
of W. H. Mann and C. H. Cashman, their 
licenses as special police officers were, 
therefore, revoked. 

The petition of John J. Leahy and 
others for a bearing relative to Superin- 
tendent Ross’ methods of letting oat 
work, it being alleged that he showed 
favoritism with a view to his own and 
others profit, was referred to the high- 
way committee. 

A petitiou from D. C. Heath and others 
calling attention to the proposed widen- 
ing and extension of Appleton street, 
connecting with the Homer street and 
Cheesecake brook boulevards and of the 
intent of abuttors to give land and 
money for the improvement and request- 
ing that speedy action be taken in the 
matter, was referred to the highway 
committee. 


HEARINGS. 

The hearing on the order, authorizing 
the laying out of a sewer in private land 
from Seaverns street, N. W., no remon- 
strants appearing, was declared closed. 

On the order authorizing the laying 
out of a sewer in Austin street from Mt. 
Vernon to Greenwood avenue, Mr. C. A. 
Drew appeared for Mr. Theodore M. 
Clark. He said that he would like to 
have the matter postponed until it could 
come before the highway committee. 
Mr. Clark, he added, objeots to the loca- 
tion, as it would leave him with a strip 
of land 320 feet long and ranging from 13 
to 45 feet in width that would be of very 
little value for sale or building purposes. 
Mr. Clark next addrossod the board. He 
said that if the location of the sewer 
was changed and the widening of the 
street made further toward the B. & A. 
railroad fence, be would give the neces- 
sary land and pay for the expense of 
building the highway between the streets 
above named. 

^Mr. Clark was requested to put his 
proposition in writing and preseut it to 
the city couucil us early us possible. 
President Bothfeld read a petition from 
residents along Austiu street protesting 
against changing the lines as laid out by 
the city engineer. Mr. Drew said that 
Mr. Clark’s plan would not make the 
grade steeper. I understand, he added, 
•tnat it is me principal objection to his 
pr 'position. The heariug was closed. 

David F. Inglis appealed iu remon- 
strance to exieuuing a sewer in Cottage 
place ana the heariug on same was then 
clnst-d. 

Gu the hearing on the petition of the 
New Engl.iud Telegraph and Telephone 
Company for permit to locate poles and 
wires in Bowers street. Mr. W. S. Slocum 
appeared He said the location should 
not be granted and that evety resident of 
that thoroughfare, with ouly ouj excep- 
tion, objected. Tue poles are, he added, 
to be located on Bowers street to accom- 
modate telephone subscribers on New- 
tonville avenue. Bowers street is only 
30 feet wide and there is only actual 
road space of 18 feet. The suade trees 
now are injured by wagons passing 
through and the street is so narrow that 
it is impossible to turn arouud a large 
wagon. If poles are put iu the street, it 
will obstruct the travel there; if they are 
put along the sidewalk, it will obstruct 
travel there. It is clearly, therefore, 
prohibitory to do this uuder the statute 
which provides that no locations for the 
purposes named in this petition be given 
where public convenience will in any 
way suffer. It is monstrous for the com- 
pany to ask to put poles iu Bowers street 
r wheu the parties desiring telephone ser- 
vice live on auother street. It should 
not be allowed to put any wires in 
Bowers street unless willing to lay them 
underground. 

Alderman Rumery read a petition in 
remonstrance signed by Mr. Duraareeq 
and twenty-seven other residents of 
Bowers street. On motion of the Ward 
Two Aldeimau, the board voted to give 
the petitioners leave to withdraw. 

Hearings were closed ou an order 
authorizing t tie laying out of a sower iu 
Elm court oil Cherry street; ou au order 
providing for the rounding of Woodland 
road and Centre street; on petitions of 
the New England Telephone and tele- 
graph Company for locations for poles 
on Lombard street, from Centre to Clare- 
mont; Hyde avenue, from Ceutre to 
Sargent street; Watertown street, uear 
Washington (for two poles); Hillside 
avenue, near Chestnut street, (for one 
pole). 

COMMUNICATIONS, PETITIONS AND HE- 
POUT4. 

President Bothfeld read a communica- 
tion fioiu City Solicitor Slocum, slating 
that he had examined the hood of in- 
demnity submitted by the New Englaud 
Telephone and Telegraph Coinpauy and 
that it was drawn iu proper form. On 
motion of Alderman R >ffe, the bond was 
approved by unanimous vote. 

The report of the committee on parks 
relative to taking laud about Crysial 
lake for park purposes came back from 
ih< common couucil tbit body vodug to 
uon-eoucur. Alderman Kutuery moved 
that the buuid concur with the lower 
brauc i iu sending back the report to the 
committee. 

Alderman Knife thought it would he 
hardly jmt to the opponents of the 
scheme. He thought, uuder the circum- 
stances the petitioners should be given 
leave to withdraw. He withdrew his 
opposition later and Alderman Kumery 
renewed his motion, the board then vot- 
ing to concur with the common couucil.

An order passed authorizing the city 
treasurer to teceive $75 in fall settlement 
of the betterment assessment of Wil- 
liam Harris. 

On motion of Alderman Plummer an 
order was adopted authorizing the city 
treasurer to issue and sell twenty $1000. 
bonds, bearing interest at 4 per oent. per 
annum, to be denominated Newton sewer 
loans, payable Oct. 1, 1001; twenty same, 
bearing 4 per cent, interest, payable Oat. 
1, 1002; twenty same, bearing 4 per cent 
interest, payable Oat. 1, 1000. 

Oq motion of Alderman Hunt, hear- 
ings were ordered (on the laying out of 
sewers in Higgins street, from Seaverns 
court; private way off Webster street;

15, in the board of aldermen and Mon- 
day, Oct. 22, in the common oouncil. 

Orders passed authorizing the laving 
out of sewers in Cottage place from 
River street to end; Nonantum, Bridge 
and Chapel streets.

Several petitions in remonstrance on 
taking land about Crystal lake for park 
purposes were referred to the committee 
on parks. 

On motion of Alderman Rumery, hear- 
ings were ordered for Monday, Oct. 15 in 
the board of aldermen, and Monday, Oct. 
22, in the common council, on the laying 
out of Dnncklee street from Walnut 
street to Fisher avenue; Saxon road, from 
Griffin avenue to Berwick street; Fairfax 
street from Prince to Sterling; widening 
Newton central boulevard near Boston 
line. 

President Bothfeld said that the boule- 
vard widening was for the purpose of 
securing an opening on Chestnut Hill 
reservoir road and that various parties 
had agreed to give the land without cost. 

On motion of Alderman Hunt, orders 
were adopted authorizing the laying out 
of sewers in Elm court; court off Cherry 
street, between River and Henshaw 
streets; Newton central boulevard: 
Watertown street from Crafts tofHen- 
shaw street. 

Au order parsed authorizing the com- 
mittee on highways to conitruct a sewer 
from Ous street, in Washington and 
Eddy streets, to Cheesecake brook atd 
appropriating $28,528 tberetor. This is 
au old order which was agaio acted upon 
ou account of some legal requirement. 
It calls lor no now expenditure. 

On motion of Aloeiman Rumery an 
older was passed changing the name of 
tbecftiual boulevard to that of Common- 
wealth avenue. President Bothfeld said 
the purpose of naming the road Com- 
monwealth avenue Mas to stimulate the 
City of Boscou to build the extonsiou. 
It was thought that it might be accom- 
plished in that way. 


PAPERS FROM COMMON COUNCIL. 

The famous order authorizing the pur- 
chase of the Appleton-Knowles lot, 
corner of Edinboro and Watertown 
streets came up from rhe lower branch 
for concurrent actiou. It brought Aider- 
man Plummer to bis feet. He said that 
when he stated that the owuers would 
sell the laud for 15 cents per foot, he was 
sat upon pretty hard. Now, he added, 
they come here aud offer it for that 
price. I don’t want anything iu the,way 
of a vindication, but I must say that I 
think it would be unfair to the owuers 
of other lots that have been offered for a 
schoolhouse site if they are now knocked 
down by this reduced bid. I, therefore, 
shall be obliged to refuse to vote for it. 

Alderman Roffe— As there seems to 
be a question of considerable doubt as to 
which is the best lot to buy of the several 
offered, 1 move that the order from the 
common couucil be laid on the table. 

Alderman Rumery— I siucerely hope 
that the ord* r will pass. The laud is 
well worfli the price charged for it. Be- 
sides, there is a pressing need for a school- 
buildiug. Part of the Adams school- 
house is now being used for kinder- 
garten work and owing to the crowded 
condition of the available buildiugs, it is 
estimated that at least 20 children are 
prevented from attending school at all, 
while several are being sent to private 
institutions rather than to take the only 
other alternative, that of travelling way 
to the Jacksou buildiug iu the Nouantum 
distiict. 

Alderman Plummer — The alderman 
from Ward Two says that the Newton- 
ville parents aud the school authorities 
prefer the Knowles lot. At the heariug 
they offered no objection to the Harriug- 
ton lot. They did not appear to care 
much which lot was selected. More than 
that, the school authorities stated that 
the Harrington lot would be acceptable. 
After some further discussion, the order 
was tabled iu couformity to Alderman 
Ruffe’s motion. 

At 0:25 o’clock, the board went into 
executive session. Upon reassembling 
iu regular session, various papers from 
tbe common couucil were passed iu con- 
currence, including tbe order requesting 
ttie public property committee to con- 
sider und report relative to a suitable site

Common Connell. 

President Knapp occupied the chair; 
all tho members present. 

A large number of petitions and orders 
were reoeived from tbe aldermen and 
disposed of in concurrence. 

Theodore Clarke appeared to request a 
slight obange in the location of a sewer 
and roadway through his property in 
Greenwood avenue. 

An order appropriating $10,057.50 for 
the purchase of the so called Knowles 
lot on Watertown street for a now school 
site in Ward Two, evoked the usual dis- 
cussion. 

Councilman Greene stated that this 
was the site first recommended by the 
public property committee, but that the 
price had been reduced to 15 cents a foot. 
The new schoolbouse in Ward Two was 
needed at once, and he hopod no further 
obstacles would be put in tbo way of tbe 
order. Tbe order then took paBsnge 
with 14 yeas. 

Quite a lively debate obtained over a 
now proposition of Councilman Bullard 
for a sohoolhouse to replace the old 
Peirce building. Its first incentive was 
Councilman Bullard’s motion to tako tbe 
order for a 12-room sohoolhouse in Ward 
Three from the table and providing for 
an appropriation of $85,000. My pur- 
pose in having this order taken from the 
table, said Councilman Ballard, is to test 
the views of my colleagues at this time 
anent the wisdom of expending so large 
a sum for a new school building. I re- 
gard its suggested location as unsuitable 
in every way and the cost of the pro- 
posed struotnre as unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. It has been said that to me the 
credit belongs of defeating sohoolhouse 
improvement projects in this ward. Now, 
I am as earnestly in favor of a new 
sohoolhouse in Ward Three as any mem- 
ber of this board, but I want to see it 
put up in the best way and to secure the 
greatest satisfaction. I desire that a new 
sohoolhouse be ereoted, to be in readi- 
ness in a year from this time. I do not 
want the old order taken from the table 
for the purpose of killing it, (Council- 
man Weed seems to have that impres- 
sion) but to got at tbo sentiment ot tbe 
common council relative to tbe amount 
of money required for a suitable building 
in a suitable location. An expenditure 
of $85,000 for a 12-room structure seems 
t> mo unwarranted. There is no de- 
mand in the Peirce district for a school 
as large as that asked for. While, I 
oppose the plan proposed, I am not in 
favor of abandoning the projeot to put 
np a building here ns soon as possible, 
one that will meet tbe needs of tbe 
Peirce district. 

Councilman Tolman— The reason that 
the school authorities asked for a 12 room 
building was because of eoonomic con- 
siderations. It would accommodate 
nearly all tbe West Newton pupils aud 
tbe services of only one master would be 
required. 

Councilman Bullard— Inasmuch as tbe 
Ward Seven councilman has stated tbe 
position of tho public property com- 
mittee, let me say that the residents of 
the hill would strenuously oppose any 
plan that sought to bring all the children 
of the lower giades into one building. 
It would necessitate a great deal of 
extra travel. Ultimately, it is hoped 
that a schoolhouse will be located on the 
south side. Even if the pupils are di- 
vided in two buildings, it will not mean 
tbe necessity of securing the services of 
an extra master. 

Councilman Savage at this point 
seconded Councilman’s Bullard’s motion 
to take tbe old order from the table. 

Councilman Hatfield— I hope tbe order 
will be taken from the table. I do not 
agree, however, with my brother from 
Ward Three. I believe that it would be 
better to put up <i 12-room building. 

After some turtber discussion, it was 
voted to take tbe order from tbe table by 
a vote of 9 to 5. 

Councilman Bullard— Now that the 
order is before us in its original shape, 
calling for an appropriation of upwards 
of $S5,000. let me say that I regard it as 
t >o large an expenditure, and further 
that tbe location proposed as a site is 
b.i fly situated and an unreasonable dis- 
tance from a majority of the pupilB of 
tbe Peirce distiict. The price quoted 
tor tbe laud, too, is uearly three times 
what it is assessed for. 

President Knapp stopped further argu- 
ment by ruling that tbe order had been 
improperly drawn on the ground that tbe 
money was to be taken from tbe taxes 
of 1894. That, said be, cannot be doue 
at this time. 

The old order having been killed by 
Presideuc Knapp’s ruling, Councilman 
Bullard offered au order, not intended, 
he said, as a slap at tbe public property 
committee, requesting that body to con- 
sider and repor*. relative to u suitable 
site for a schoolhouse and tbe erection 
of a school building thereon, at a cost 
not to exceed $50,000, said structure to 
be located iu tbe Peirce district ou tbe 
north side of tbe Boston & Albany rail- 
road tracks aud as near tbe preseut 
Peirce buildiug as possible. 

After some further discussion, the 
order was adopted.

The ideas of the school board in re- 
card to new school houses rather appall 
the average taxpayer, they are of such 
magnificent, not to say extravagant, 
proportions. A case in point is fur- 
nished in the Peirce school. West New- 
ton, when the demand has been made 
for an $85,000 school building. 

If this were all it would not be so bad, 
-but when so many new buildings aro be- 
ing asked for the tax-payers may well 
ask where this thing is going to stop. 
There is a strong demand for the build- 
ing of another section of the High school 
btiildmg, to replace the old part of 
the present structure; there is a loud call 
for another expensive schoolhouse in 
Newtonville to replace the Adams build- 
ing. Some of the board also favor a 
new building for the Bigelow school in 
Newton, and it would not surprise any 
one to hear a loud call from Newton 
'Centre for a new building for the Mason 
school. Here are five new buildings be- 
ing called for, counting the High school 
addition as one, and if West Newton 
should get an $85,000 building none of 
the other wards would be satisfied with 
less, and the total expense would mount 
up to nearly half a million dollars. 

Fortunately the new building schemes 
have to pass the city council, so there is 
some hope that they will receive a care- 
ful and business like consideration, and 
that the city will not b&iuvolved iu debt 
'without any regard to its ability to pay, 
or to the necessities of the case. New- 
ton needs faany other things quite as 
urgently as it needs new school build- 
ings, but it does seem sometimes that 
the school board would not be satisfied 
if they had the whole tax levy turned 
over to their use. 

It is certainly mysterious why the mere - 
election to the school board should in- 
spire careful business men with extrava- 
gant ideas, but meu who iu the city 
council have been noted for their stdvo- 
-cacy of a wise, prudent aud economical 
policy in city expenditures seem to lose 
their belief in that policy when they 
become members of the school board, or 
ut lenst their remonstrances are not 
made public. 

The schools are of course very im- 
portant aud we all wish the Newton 
schools to rank with the best in the 
state, but many doubt that in order to 
do this it is necessary to spend more 
than every other city in the state. It is 
no particular credit to achieve good re- 
sults with a lavish use of money, but the 
credit would be to see how Newton’s 
schools could be made tbe best, with 
the least expenditure. Nouo of. the 
neighboring cities, not, even Boston, 
spends as much per pupil as New- 
ton, aud yet it is not claimed that New- 
ton pupils, who apply for admission to 
•college, stand proportionately higher 
than the pupils from other cities. 

In the case of the West Newton school 
the city council wisely passed au order 
to have tbe question looked up, whether 
a $50,000 school building would uot 
answer every purpose, be well aud hon- 
estly built, with the same number of 
rooms, and with every uecessary con- 
‘veuience for school purposes. The tax- 
payer generally will eudorse such a 

opping off of extravagaut ideas. 


A NEW BOULEY r ARD SCHEME. 


The new boulevard scheme that is be- 
ing agitated does not seem to strike the 
property owners, who will be affected, 
very favorably, and there will evidently 
be great opposition to it, if the matter 
ever comes up for a hearing. It iu to 
have a boulevard ruu from the Central 
Boulevard down Adams avenue to Sar- 
gent street, across the laud of Charles F. 
Rogers to Hyde avenue, through Mr. 
B.ierman’s laud aud the vacaut laud 
back of it, aud coming out through Mr. 
Walter White’s laud on to Franklin 
street, Then the plan is to widen El- 
dridge street to 80 feet to Elmwood, and 
from thero across the bouse lots to 
Washington street near the railroad 
crossing. This is iu a general way the 
plan, aud (hose whose buildings are af- 
fected say it has been conceived with a 
magnificent disregard of the damages 
that w ill he inflicted. The deni mil tor 
it is said to cotue from those owning 
laud beyond Sargent street, who w i^h a 
route for a street railway. The old plau 
(or a street railway on Wuvutley avenue, 
stud a widening of the street, seems to 
have been gi'^i up, on account of the 
opposition of propeity owners at the 
lower end of the avenue, but the damage 


by that would bo slight when compared 
with this now scheme. As for more 
stroet railways in Newton, it is very 
doubtful if more locations will bo 
granted, unless the street railway people 
want to pay for the widening. Here is 
Washington street which must be 
widened at a cost of several hundred 
thousand dollars, chiefly on account of 
the street railway tracks, and Walnut 
street will soon havo to bo attonded to. 
One argument for the buildiug of these 
two roads was that they would build up 
vacant land between the villages, but in 
the caso of the older road, there have 
been no such results aud no now build- 
ings have sprung up between Newton 
and West Newton. The roads are a great 
convenience, but so far they have not 
been of so much help in developing 
property, as to encourage any moro 
street railway locations to be granted 
with that end in view. 


The Newtonville A Watertown Street 
Railway Company think they have beon 
very unfairly treated by the West End 
Company, as thoy say that tbe West End 
Company agreed to build to the bridge 
on North Beacon street, at^the Water- 
town line, and under that agreement 
they went ahead and laid their tracks at 
a good deal of expense. But the West 
End have not built a road to connect 
with them, and the Newtonville company 
claim that they have made no honest 
effort to get a franchise. It is for this 
reason that the Newton company is en- 
deavoring to get a franchise on the 
streets leading to the business part of 
Boston, but of course they meet with 
opposition from the West End people, 
and in such a fight the West End has the 
advantage that a big corporation always 
has over a small one. It is rather doubt- 
ful whether any foreign company could 
get anything from the Boston board of 
aldermen in opposition to the West End 
Company. 


One reason for immediate action 
on the widening of Washington street 
which has not been made as prominent 
as it ought to have been is that at pres- 
ent the abuttors can do nothing with 
their property. They can not build on 
vacant land or make repairs on present 
buildings, as there is no knowing where 
the street lines will be. No one wants 
to lease property on the street in such 
uncertainty, or to make improvements, 
and in justice to the abuttors some de- 
cision ought to be reached early this fall, 
so that residents on the street can know 
where they are. The uncertainty has 
now lasted several years, and the condi- 
tion of property along the street is a 
wicness to the injurious effejts of such 
delay. 


The Senatorial Convention for this 
district meets in Watertown tomorrow 
afternoon, and Mr. Oliver Shaw of 
Watertown will be nominated, according 
t^preseut indications. 

It is said tUut even the lawyers cau’t 
straighten out the complication of the 
1894 amendments to the caucus laws.

CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLE. 

Getting the Obelisk Aboard Ship a Prett , 
Piece of (engineering. 

“One of tho pleasantest recollections 
have to look back on, ” said Adam 
Johnson, 4 ’is the fact that I was ono of 
the party that helped to run np the 
Americnu colors over Cleopatra’s needle 
when it was being taken down to be 
carriod to New York. Our vossel was 
ont in the Mediterranean with a roving 
commission, and wo were nt Alexandria 
at tho time the obelisk was being mov- 
ed. The big stono had been presented by 
the Egyptian government to this conn- 
try, but tho peoplo were wild about hav- 
ing it moved. Wo had to place a guard 
around the men who wero working on 
the shaft, and even then there was al- 
most a riot. 

But that was one of the prettiest 
pieces of engineering work I have ever 
aeen. The engineers who were moving 
our shaft had a couple of big wooden 
oases built that fitted around the needle 
like the pieces of wood around the lead 
in a peuciL There were a couple of pro- 
jectiles on each side dt the casings just 
on the center of gravity in tho shaft, 
like the trunnions on a cannon. Under 
these they put lifting jacks and just 
picked that immense stone off its 
pedestal, swung it around horizontal 
and then lowered it as gently os could 
be on a long sliding way, with cannon 
balls under it for rollers. They had a 
square hole cut in the stern of the 
steamship and slid it into the hull 
through that and replaced the sheathing 
outside. 

Under tho shaft in the inside of the 
pedestal there wero a lot of bronze toads 
and ornaments and the Lord knows what- 
not that the Masons claimed were placed 
there by some of their progenitors eons 
ago. I don’t know anything about that, 
thongh, and you can leave it or take it, 
as you choose. 

The British were not half so slick 
with the obelisk they carried over to 
England. They cased it up in a big 
sheet iron arrangement like a boiler, riv- 
eted it in and floated tho whole thing 
off through a trench dag in the sand 
dowu to the water. Then they rigged 
jury sails on it and towed it over to 
England, but they lost three or four 
men off it before they got it in port and 
had ail sorts of a time generally.

A Carious Process Which Has Met With 
Some Success In France. 

A very novel method of making sug- 
ar has been patented in France by M. 
Pellegrini. Sugar is chemically a com- 
pound of carbon, oxygen and hydrogen 
in such proportions that if carbonic 
acid, water and certain kinds of illumi- 
nating gas could be persuaded to unite 
in the proper quantities tho composition 
of sugar would be exactly imitated. 
Hitherto no one has been able to make 
sugar by mixing water with two kinds 
of gas, but M. Pellegrini claims to have 
succeeded. Tho apparatus he uses con- 
sists of a large block of pumice stone, 
cleansed by soaking first in sulpliurio 
acid and then in water, which is set in 
an iron box plated with niokel inside. 
The length of the box is three times 
that of the pumice stone block, which 
is tightly fitted in tho middle, and pipes 
are arranged to convey the ingredients 
to the empty ends of the box, as requir- 
ed. Two of them enter from the sides 
and serve to bring carbonic acid and 
hydrocarbon gas, while another pipe 
from above branches so as to reach both 
empty portions of the box and conveys 
steam. All the pipes are fitted with 
valve and pressure gauges. 

Another pipe at the bottom of the 
box serves as an outlet At first this 
pipe is closed, as is als< the steam pipe 
from above, and carbonic ac:d is forced 
into one end of the box, wu. .e ethylene 
gas is forced into tlio other under equal 
pressure and in eqnal volumes. A few 
minutes later tho steam valve above is 
opened and the steam forced in nnder 
the some pressure. As the gases unite 
the pressure falls, so that the supply of 
each must be kept constant. At the end 
of half an hour tho supply of gas is shut 
off, the uutlet pipe is opened, and one of 
the chambers is found to be filled with 
sirup containing 25 per cent of sugar. 

The sirup is drawn off for refining, 
and as soon as the apparatus is cool it 
is ready for a fresh charge.
